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Courts shame 


It’s time for the legislature stop 
playing politics with justice 


THE REST THE NATION THINKS 

MASSACHUSETTS THE 

BLUEST BLUE STATES. 
were the only state in the union that chose Mc 
Govern over Nixon. And we backed a host of 
liveral losers over their conservative Republi- 
can opponents. Carter over Reagan1. Mondale 
over Reagan2. Dukakis over Bush pére. Gore 
over Shrub. And Kerry, most recently. Some 
may think we're out of step. But most resi- 
dents would proudly say that it’s the nation — 
not the Bay State — that has lost its way. 

When it comes to administering justice, to 
running the courts, to deciding who is guilty of 
a crime and who is innocent, however, Massa- 
chusetts is a disgrace. The cowboys in the west- 
ern Sunbelt states and the crackers and red- 
necks in the former slave states that once made 
up the Confederacy have a higher regard for the 
administration of justice than we do. How else 
do you explain the fact that Massachusetts’s 
judges are among the nation’s poorest paid? 
That public defenders are the nation’s lowest 
paid? That so many courthouses are filthy, with 
broken toilets, air conditioning that doesn’t 
work, and shoddy quarters for jurors to conduct 
their deliberations? Inadequate and uneven 
professional staffing is rampant. The list of 
shortcomings is long — and growing. 

Who is to blame? There are two answers. 
First and foremost: the legislature, which 
treats the courts as political footballs. In that 
way, it violates the spirit of separation of pow- 
ers, which holds that the judiciary — along 
with the legislature and the executive office — 
are co-equal and distinct branches of govern- 
ment. By diabolically punishing the judiciary 
for decisions it doesn’t like, and by annually 
abusing its power allocate funds and control 
spending, it keeps judges in a state of perpetu- 
al subservience. That makes it all the more 
difficult to resist demands that the courts be a 
repository for legislative patronage. To com- 
plain or to lobby vigorously to reverse this 
state of affairs is to risk sure and swift finan- 
cial retaliation. As a result, what is already 
bad gets even worse. 

In a more fundamental way, however, we 
are all to blame. By failing to demand that 
the legislators we elect provide the courts 
with resources suitable to a civilized society, 
we all share in the shame of Massachusetts. 
As residents of a state with the nation’s old- 
est constitution (written by John Adams, no 
less), we disgrace our birthright and our 
heritage allowing this sorry state af- 
fairs continue. 

And continue it will. Within a few days, it 
should become apparent that our criminal- 
justice system again will have slipped into cri- 
sis, as it almost did last year. Because the rates 
of pay are so low, too few lawyers have signed 
represent indigent defendants those

accused of crimes who do not have the funds to 
hire lawyers to defend them. 

This spring, a special commission convened 
in the wake of last year’s debacle recommend- 
ed that the base rate for public defenders be 
raised from $37.50 to $50 an hour, The bill that 
would make that recommendation law is now 
in the House Ways and Means Committee, 
awaiting action so that it can move on to the 
full House and then the Senate for action. 
Hopes are high that the bill will pass and be 
signed by Governor Romney. But in the mean- 
time, as David S. Bernstein reports (See “Unac- 
ceptable, but Okay for Now,” This Just In, page 
8), those accused of crimes cannot have bail 
hearings, which means that they can be held 
— that is, jailed — for only seven days. After 
that, they must be released. 

In other words, we are gambling with jus- 
tice — playing roulette with the right toa 
fair trial and imprisoning people because 
they cannot afford effective, fairly paid legal 
counsel. If the bill lingers, is watered down, 
or is vetoed, the system is screwed even fur- 
ther: judges will have no choice but to order 
those who stand accused but who have not 
been assigned lawyers to be released. Among 
those will the innocent well the seri- 
ously violent. The cries that will result from 
the cheapest political hacks and the gutter 
elements of the press will distort the truth of 
the situation. The courts will be portrayed as 
insensitive victimizers, rather than as the in- 
stitutional victims-they are. If the bill does 
pass, then what happens with the judges’ 
pending pay raise — their first in five years? 
Will their legitimate needs still ignored?

Whatever happens, the situation stinks. 

Calculating the stench is an awesome un- 
dertaking. Legislative meddling and micro- 
management of the courts is so pervasive that 
it constitutes a special sort of corruption that 
debases the very idea of an independent judi- 
ciary. That perversion of John Adams’s intent 
is at the heart of House Speaker Salvatore Di- 
Masi’s recent power play, which increases the 
legislature’s power to appoint cronies to 
court-system jobs and severely limits the abil- 
ity of the court system to manage its own 
courthouses. Because Justice Robert Mulli- 
gan, who enjoys a reputation for integrity 
and seriousness of purpose, failed to buckle to 
DiMasi’s wish that he reappoint Superior 
Court judge Suzanne DelVecchio, a jurist bet- 
ter known for her political gamesmanship 
than her legal abilities, chief justice the 
superior court, DiMasi has wreaked his re- 
venge through the budget. In the process, the 
Speaker has compromised — if not destroyed 
— several years of reform efforts and violated 
the spirit recommendations improve the

He also states 
that “[t]he mayor, police 
commissioner, city-council 
chair, and virtually every 
other Washington politician 
have spoken out against the 
bill. Meanwhile, crime in DC 
is declining under the cur- 
rent laws.” That sounds good 
until one compares the actual 
crime rates with those of sur- 
rounding communities, 
which are in states that not 
only allow gun ownership 
but even allow citizens to ob- 
tain permits carry those 
guns for personal protection. 

For nearly 20 years in my 
letters elected repre- 
sentatives, I’ve used the 
ridiculously large disparity 
between crime in DC, with 
its virtual ban on gun owner- 
ship, and crime the com- 
munities just a few hundred 
yards outside the district’s 
boundaries as a reason to op- 
pose restrictions on firearms 
ownership.

He might just be the most beloved barista in the Boston area 

— and he’s gotta be the one with the most diplomas. He’s al- 
so a fairly convincing argument against globalism, outsourcing, 
and bad espresso. 

Awiry, dreadlocked guy with Bob Marley’s beatific grin and 
Morgan Freeman’s cheekbones, Willie Carpenter serves coffee in 
Davis Square’s Someday Café. The Somerville resident has been a 
fixture there for 13 years (save a hiccup last summer when he left 
care for his ailing parents his hometown Burlington, New 
Jersey). Now he’s in the first of three larger-than-life advertise- 
ments starring employees of Gus Rancatore, owner of the Some- 
day and Toscanini’s in Harvard and Kendall Squares, who 
launched an ad campaign in response to reports that Starbucks is 
planning to install automated espresso machines that would ulti- 
mately reduce the barista workforce. Rancatore’s first storefront 
poster features Carpenter, arms folded defensively, looking 
doubtful under the tagline challenge: “Do you think that Star- 
buck’s [sic] new completely automatic, made-in-Switzerland ma- 
chine can make better espresso drinks than Willie?” 

“In many ways, Willie is a symbol of the Someday Café and 
Davis Square,” explains Rancatore. “He’s this benign and beautiful 
icon. ... 1 also think he’s tremendously interesting.” 

Carpenter hasn’t always been slogging coffee. Reclining in 
Davis’s Seven Hills Park, finishing off a lemonade and slice of piz- 
za after a seven-hour Sunday-morning shift, he recalls being a 
“revolutionary” at Nashville’s historically black college, Fisk Uni- 
versity, in the tempest of the early ’7o0s. (You’d guess he’s a 
decade or two younger, but he’s actually in his 50s.) He talks 
about going to Boston College Law School after Fisk, then work- 
ing in the DA's office in Boston for five years, then toiling in the 
attorney general's office, then serving as a public defender in 
Roxbury. After all that, he went to the Fletcher School at Tufts 
University in the late ’8os. 

The soft-spoken Carpenter jokes, “I’m probably the most 
highly trained barista this side the Mississippi more de- 
grees anyway.” 

But satisfied. felt, after practicing law for nine 
years like that, I was wasting my heart. Since then, I’ve been try- 
ing to unite my intellect with my heart. And that hasn’t been 
easy.” That lofty mission led him unexpectedly to the Someday. Af- 
ter Tufts, Carpenter continued practicing law in a “more under- 
ground, socially conscious” way by handling only clients who 
couldn't afford representation — an approach that didn’t always 
pay the bills. needed able continue law for people 
who needed and not have worry about how needed pay 
for rent.” So he took a job at the Someday in 1992, something he 
never thought he’d do. “I couldn’t imagine serving anybody before. 
Honestly, that’s why I went to law school, I did not want to be a 
servant. Then found myself the Someday] and smiling. had 
kill off my pride.” 

In addition to becoming the unofficial legal counsel for his fel- 
low baristas, representing them when they’ve gotten pinched for 
charges like drugs graffiti, Carpenter’s also house philoso- 
pher, of sorts.

Every year around this time, the state’s court- 
appointed attorneys — the lowest-paid de- 
fenders of the indigent in the country — warn 
of impending crisis. This time, it’s here. 

courtrooms across the state, lawyers 
are simply not available to represent indi- 
gent accused criminals. In Suffolk County, 
of the 320 private attorneys who took court- 
appointed cases last year, only 130 have re- 
newed their contracts for FY ’06. Just 90 of 
325 have signed.on in Middlesex County. 

As a result, Roxbury, Dorchester, and 
Chelsea district courts had one defense attor- 
ney each on Tuesday to represent a total of 
about 120 new criminal defendants. Suffolk 
and Middlesex Superior Courts, which handle 
the most serious crimes in Eastern Massachu- 
setts, had no defense attorneys scheduled for 


* “duty days” all week. All but one of Middle- 


sex’s 22 courts were understaffed on Tuesday — 
there were no court-appointed defense attor- 
neys at all in Cambridge and Woburn district 
courts. “I couldn’t find bodies to fill the courts 
if my life depended on it,” says Robyn Larsen, 
scheduling coordinator for Middlesex Defense 
Attorneys, which subcontracts the services. 


Court officers were still trying to tally the 
number unrepresented defendants 
press time. There were 16 in Woburn alone, 
four of whom were still being detained 
awaiting arraignment. 

This matters, of course, because it com- 
promises the quality of representation defen- 
dants are likely to receive. But it also matters 
because, quite suddenly, we could see our 
streets flooded with potentially dangerous 
persons: in the midst of a similar situation 
last July, the Supreme Judicial Court ruled 
that after seven days without representa- 
tion, indigent defendants must be set free, 
Tegardless of what criminal charges they 
face. The release next week of criminals ac- 
cused violent crimes “is very real possi- 
bility” in Boston, says Daniel Hogan, clerk- 
magistrate of Boston Municipal Court. The 
same goes for Cambridge, Lowell, Framing- 
ham, and elsewhere. 

Ayear ago, Governor Mitt Romney called 
the release prisoners Springfield 
acceptable” and “outrageous” threat to public 
safety. Today, the problem is much worse, and 
he is mum; his office provided no comment 


for this article. Perhaps that’s because the FY 
06 budget, which took effect on July 1 and 
which Romney signed last week, included no 
rate increases for publicly appointed counsel, 
even though a state commission — staffed 
with Romney appointees — recommended ap- 
propriating $40 million for such increases ina 
Teport released on April 1 of this year. 

The crisis may be short-lived: a bill to im- 
plement the commission’s recommendations, 
including a rate increase phased in over three 
years, went to the House Ways and Means 
Committee this week. It would immediately 
boost the basic rate paid to court-appointed de- 
fense attorneys for district-court cases from 
$37.50 an hour to $50. John Rogers, House ma- 
jority leader and a member of that committee, 
optimistic that the bill will quickly passed 
and signed — perhaps within a couple of 
weeks. “Some thought that because it was not 
in the FY ’o6 budget, it was the death knell for 
the year,” Rogers says. “That is not my sense at 
all.” If he’s right, this is just a tough few weeks 
for the courts. If he’s wrong, it could be a 
rough year for the Commonwealth.

WHY TREES GROW THE GREAT PLAINS? 
ENOUGH RAIN AND SUN GROW GRASS, STOPPING 
THE FOREST FROM TAKING OVER, SAY, KANSAS?

Persons of the urban smarty-pants persuasion are now 
thinking: duh. Everybody knows that if you have a little rain, 
you can grow little plants; if you have a lot of rain, you can 
grow big plants. The Great Plains are dry, so of course all that 
grows there is grass. 

Except it’s not that simple, you knuckleheads. True, the 
plains themselves — anything west of Omaha, say — are too 
arid to support trees. But that doesn’t explain the “prairie penin- 
sula.” By this we mean the immense wedge of grassland that ex- 
tends eastward from the Great Plains through and Illinois, 
over parts of Minnesota, Missouri, and Wisconsin, and into 
western Indiana, with isolated patches in Michigan and Ohio. 
In terms of average annual rainfall, this area, or at least the 
eastern end of it, doesn’t differ significantly from the regions to 
the immediate north, south, and east. 

So while the popular portrayal of blinking pioneers emerg- 
ing from the forest primeval to behold an uninterrupted sea 
of grass is a bit exaggerated, the change in vegetation was 
sufficiently abrupt that many were moved to wonder: what 
gives? Some guesses: 
© The soil won't support trees. A plausible but completely wrong idea 
that caused many early settlers to bypass some of the most fer- 
tile land in the world to reach the distant forests of Oregon. 
(Granted, the prairie was bear cultivate prior John Deere’s 
invention of the self-scouring steel plow, in 1837.) 
© The trees were blown down by the wind. We'll pass sil@ntly by this con- 
jecture, attributed newspaper editor Horace 
© The Indians burned down the forest. Seemingly another dumbass 
idea, but actually an important part of the truth. 

The real story, or so it now seems, emerged piecemeal over a 
century and may rightly be regarded as one of the triumphs of 
the science of ecology. The question was squarely framed and 
partly answered in a classic 1935 paper titled “The Prairie Penin- 
sula,” by botanist Edgar Transeau. Numerous others have made 
important contributions since, as summarized in a 2003 paper 
by weather scientists Stanley Changnon, Ken Kunkel, and Derek 
Winstanley. The chief factors: 
Drought. Notwithstanding relatively plentiful average rainfall, 
the prairie peninsula suffers from severe drought 200 per- 
cent more often than the surrounding forests. 
© Dryseason. In contrast to forest regions, which have relatively 
uniform precipitation throughout the year, the prairie peninsu- 
la is noticeably drier in late fall and winter. 
© High ratio of evaporation to precipitation. A key insight of Transeau’s, 
this one gets a little technical, but the main idea is that despite 
abundant rain, plants dry out faster in the prairie peninsula due 
to wind, temperature, and so on. 
© Flat terrain. The prairie offered few natural barriers and 
particularly — you see where I’m going with this — few 
natural firebreaks. 
© Lightning. After Florida and the Gulf Coast, the prairie 
peninsula has electrical storms more often than any other 
region in the US. 

@ Fire. Native Americans evidently torched the prairie frequently 
to create more desirable grazing land for game. Other blazes 
were started lightning, which often struck the highest thing 
around, namely the trees. Whatever their cause, the fires were 
certainly dramatic, racing across the prairie at speeds of up to 15 
kilometers per hour and incinerating vast tracts. Forests 
were slow to recover from the destruction, but prairie grasses, 
whose seeds and buds remained cool a few inches below the 
scorched surface, were back the next year. ©

outside Boston Public Schools headquarters, the 
city could spur learning and keep kids out of 
trouble. But the high point came afterward, 
when Hennigan slipped into Latin to taunt her 
opponent, Mayor Tom Menino. “Praefectus urbis 
Menino colloquii virtutem non habet ,” she shouted over 
her posse’s applause. Then, reverting English, 
she offered a rough translation: “I believe Mayor 
Menino does not have the courage to debate, and 
I challenge him to meet me face to face.” As Hen- 
nigan waved goodbye, a middle-aged woman in 
a Hennigan T-shirt took up the cause. “Come on, 
Menino!” she hollered derisively in the general 
direction of City Hall, “Come on down!” 

At this rate, it’s not going to happen. 
Members of the Boston media have been urg- 
ing face-to-face meetings between Menino 
and his rival for three months. In response, 
the mayor has trotted out an ever-changing 
assortment of lame excuses: the field isn’t set 
yet. I’m too busy. I talk to the people of Boston 
all the time at neighborhood meetings. 

The day after Hennigan’s press conference, 
the Phoenix found Menino on Boston Common, 
presiding over the annual opening of the Frog 
Pond. After glad-handing with various park 
workers and cute kids, most of whom were 
wearing de facto Menino campaign garb (e.9., 
shirts labeled BosTON PARKS AND RECREATION/ 
THOMAS M. MENINO, MAYOR), the mayor offered 
his latest dodge. “We’ll have discussions on the 
issues, no question about it,” he promised. 
“There’s an appropriate time during the course 
of the campaign to have those discussions, and 
we'll have those discussions.” But will those 
discussions be debates? “I’m not runnin’ for 
president of the debating club,” Menino non- 
answered. “I’m runnin’ for mayor of Boston. I 


want a full discussion of the issues .. . I’m 
looking to discuss the issues in a forum where 
you can really get questions from people 
that’re affected — not people who assume they 
have the questions, but people in the neigh- 
borhoods who understand issues.” 

Not running for president of the debating 
club? Even by Menino standards, that’s pretty 
lame stuff. (Just imagine the reaction if Presi- 
dent Bush had used a line like that in 2004.) 
Still, from a selfishly pragmatic point of view, 
the mayor’s obstinacy makes sense. Denying 
mayoral opponents the chance to make their 
case is a time-honored Boston tradition. Four 
years ago, Menino offered the same weak argu- 
ments before agreeing to one debate against his 
opponent, Peggy Davis-Mullen. That event —a 
half-hour session moderated by then-WB-56 po- 
litical analyst Jon Keller — was broadcast on a 
Saturday night and Sunday morning in late Oc- 
tober, two weeks before the election. Similarly, 
in 1979, incumbent Kevin White undercut his 
political archenemy Joe Timilty — Menino’s for- 
mer boss — by agreeing to just one debate, which 
was held comparably inopportune time. 

Unlike the ’79 bout — in which Timilty 
pressed White before losing by a relatively slim 
13,000-vote margin — the 2006 Boston mayoral 
election is shaping up to be a classic mismatch. 
Menino is a three-term incumbent with high 
approval numbers, the support of Boston’s 
power structure, and approximately $1 million 
in the bank; in contrast, Hennigan has less 
than $50,000 and hasn’t won a head-to-head 
election in her lengthy poiitical career. From 
Menino’s point view, agreeing debates 
would be tantamount to turning an over- 
matched opponent into a political equal, if

only for an evening or two. Even taking Meni- 
no’s muddled diction and quickness to anger 
into account, the chances of a mayoral melt- 
down severe enough to make the race competi- 
tive would be slim. But why take the chance? 
The answer is simple: out of respect for the 
city Menino claims to love. The mayor has 
reached a dangerous point in his tenure: he’s 
been in office for so long, and has such com- 
plete control of city government, that anyone 
who criticizes a mayoral decision can be sum- 
marily dismissed as a whiner, a Luddite, an 
outsider lacking the authentic insight of 
Menino’s friends “in the neighborhoods.” And 
99 percent of the time, when King Tom decides 
not to listen to someone, whatever idea that 
person had is dead and buried. (Last year of- 
fered a rare exception, when a coalition led 
by City Councilor Chuck Turner derailed a 
Menino-backed push to revamp Boston’s 
student-assignment plan; see “Bus Stop,” 
News and Features, February 13, 2004.) Nine 
years ago, when Menino told the audience for 
his State of the City address to “judge me harsh- 
ly” if Boston’s schools didn’t improve under his 
guidance, the mayor at least acknowledged the 
possibility that he might stumble on occasion. 
Today, this recognition has been replaced by a 
kind of presumed mayoral infallibility. 
Such an attitude would be problematic in the 
best of times. Today, however, it’s clear Menino 
has been unable to master some key problems 
facing the city. Boston real estate is brutally ex- 
pensive for lower- and middle-class families, for 
example. And the city’s public schools continue 
to spook many parents, prompting them to relo- 
cate or look for private alternatives if their chil- 
ren don’t test well enough to get into coveted 
exam schools like Boston Latin. As a result, per- 
haps, Boston is hemorrhaging residents; just 
last week, the US Census Bureau reported that 
over 19,000 people, or 3.4 percent of Boston’s 
population, left the city between April 2000 and 
July 2004. Factor in the city’s recent spike in 
homicides and the steady loss to out-of-town 
ownership of leading corporate citizens like 
John Hancock, Gillette, and Fleet, and it’s clear 
that Boston faces some grave challenges. Meni- 
no needs to be shoved out of his comfort zone, 
pushed to hone his policies until they can 
withstand scrutiny in the electoral market- 
place. Along the way, the mayor might actually 
benefit from exposure to strategies and solutions 
he hadn't previously considered — provided 
that he can temporarily disable his knee-jerk 
instinct to scoff at criticism. One debate with 
Hennigan would be good for Boston. Ten de- 
bates would be much, much better. 
Furthermore, a debate-rich campaign season 
could help reverse the apathy that has increas- 
ingly gripped Boston politics. It’s true that a 
handful of recent elections has generated excite- 
ment among segments of the city’s electorate. 
But generally speaking, participation in the 3 
city’s electoral rituals is not what it once was. In rae 
1983, in what is still widely regarded as Boston's 
last great mayoral race, 70 percent of city voters 
turned out for the final election, which saw Ray Fe eg) 
Flynn defeat Mel King. During that race, Flynn, cee 
King, and their primary opponents (including 
former school-committee president David 
Finnegan and former city-council president 
Continued on p 12 
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Larry DiCara) participated in approximately 
70 community forums around the city. They 
did so out of self-interest, of course — each 
had an incentive to make his case to as many 
voters as possible — but in the process, the 
candidates helped generate a remarkable level 
of civic engagement. Contrast that with 2001, 
when just 35 percent of Boston voters showed 
up to vote for either Menino or Davis-Mullen. 
Menino wouldn’t single-handedly reverse 
this trend by debating Hennigan early and of- 
ten; there are just too many other factors in- 
volved, from the steady decline in Boston’s 
population to the increased number of non- 
Native residents. But he could help point the 
city in the right direction. 

With four months to go until Election 
Day, Menino still has time to do what’s best 
for Boston and its residents. The course of 
action he ultimately takes will say a lot — 
for better or worse — about what kind of 
leader he actually is. 


THE MONEY RACE 
If May brought a financial 
victory for Deval Patrick — 
the former US assistant at- 
torney general and Democ- 
ratic gubernatorial hopeful 
who outraised his primary 
opponent, Massachusetts 
attorney general Tom Reil- 
ly, $178,000 to $105,000 — 
June belonged to the AG. 
Reilly raised about 
$355,000 last month, 
bringing his cash-on-hand 
total to more than $3 mil- 
lion. (Patrick, by compari- 
son, raised approximately 
$206,000 — his best 
monthly total yet — and 
had just over $300,000 in 
the bank as of June 31.) 
The Reilly campaign 
was quick to celebrate, issu- 
ing a press release touting 
the AG as the “best-situated 
gubernatorial candidate in 
history” — in Massachu- 
setts, presumably. The 
proof? A rundown of cash-

HANDICAPPING THE SECOND 
MIDDLESEX SPECIAL ELECTION 

So far, the race to replace State Senator Charles 
Shannon — who died of leukemia-related com- 
plications in April — hasn’t received the atten- 
tion that was paid to this spring’s special House 
elections, which saw Linda Dorcena Forry and 
Michael Moran succeed Tom Finneran and Bri- 
an Golden. And given the drama inherent in 
those races (see, respectively, “The New Bosto- 
nians,” News and Features, December 10, 2004, 
and “Great Golden’s Ghost!”, News and Fea- 
tures, February 25), it probably never will. 

Even so, as the August 30 Democratic primary 
for Shannon's Second Middlesex seat — which 
includes Medford, Somerville, Winchester, and 
Woburn — draws closer, it’s worth paying atten- 
tion to the course of the race, which offers a test 
case for the growing progressive momentum in 
state politics. Right now, the liberal candidate of 
choice in the Second Middlesex race seems to be 
State Representative Pat Jehlen, a lefty stalwart 
who’s received a bevy of en- 
dorsements from groups like 
MassEquality, the Common- 
wealth Coalition, and Neighbor 
to Neighbor. Democracy for 
America also just added her to 
its list of national endorsees. 

Jehlen isn’t the only candi- 
date targeting the district’s 
liberal voters, however. 
Joseph Mackey, who held 
Jehlen’s Somerville-based seat 
before she was elected in 
1990, has been vying for many 
of the same endorsements 
and seems intent on peeling 
off as much of her base as pos- 
sible. He may get some help 
from former Somerville mayor 
Dorothy Kelly Gay, who’s 
backing Mackey and recently 
told the Boston Globe that 
Jehlen — who was consigned 
to the State House margins 
during the Finneran era — 
“has not been able to deliver 
much to her constituents.” (A

Still, if Mackey manages to 


bank 10 months before the 
November 2002 election), 
Tom Birmingham ($2.5 
million 17 months before 
Election Day 2002), and 
Steve Grossman ($2 million 
10 months before Election 
Day 2002), as well as Repub- 
licans Paul Cellucci ($2.8 
million 10 months before 
November 2002) and Bill Weld ($1.66 million 
10 months before November 1994). 

Given that the Republican candidate next 
year (whether it’s Mitt Romney or someone 
else) will likely have a hefty financial advan- 
tage over his or her Democratic opponent, 
Reilly’s financial success isn’t insignificant. 
But the AG’s campaign may overdoing 
by casting money as the measure of political 
viability. Consider the aforementioned num- 
bers: if deep pockets alone were enough to 
win, O’Brien wouldn’t have had a chance 
against Grossman and Birmingham three 
years ago. In reality, of course, O’Brien out- 
maneuvered her rivals, won the Democratic 
primary, and was poised to beat Romney be- 
fore fading the campaign’s home stretch. 

Yes, Reilly’s fundraising apparatus im- 
pressive. But despite his improving public 
persona, the AG has yet to banish memories 
of his underwhelming early performances 
(see “Premature Great Expectations,” News 
and Features, January 21). For now — thanks 
both to Reilly’s missteps and Patrick's politi- 
cal skills — many liberal Democrats seem 
smitten withthe AG’s opponent. ifReilly 
beats Patrick in the Democratic primary

chip away at Jehlen’s base in 
Somerville — which has nearly 
45 percent of the district’s pop- 
ulation — the two other Demo- 
cratic candidates might take 
advantage. When Michael 
Callahan, a Medford resident 
and member of the Governor’s 
Council, announced his candi- 
dacy at Somerville’s Good Time 
Emporium last month, state auditor Joe DeNucci 
was on hand to sing his praises. If DeNucci takes 
an active interest in the race, Callahan could be- 
come a viable candidate, especially since Med- 
ford contains about 4o percent of the district's 
electorate. Then there’s Paul Casey, a state repre- 
sentative from Winchester, who has the advan- 
tage of running as a sitting legislator. Winches- 
ter has just a fragment of the Second Middlesex’s 
electoral base, but Casey’s opposition to gay mar- 
Tiage could make him a popular choice among 
moderate-to-conservative voters in other parts of 
the district. (Jehlen supported gay marriage at 
last year’s Constitutional Convention; Mackey 
has also staked out a pro-gay marriage stance.) 
As is often the case in state politics, whoever 
wins the Democratic primary will be the heavy 
favorite in the general election, scheduled for 
September 27. (Thus far, Somerville alderman- 
at-large Bill White is the only Republican can- 
didate to declare.) With every Democrat enjoy- 
ing at least an outside chance at victory, expect 
plenty drama the upcoming weeks.

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THE PAC MENTALITY 


HOW MITT ROMNEY, HILLARY CLINTON, AND OTHER 2008 
WHITE HOUSE HOPEFULS ARE GREASING PALMS ACROSS AMERICA

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the election returns came last 
November Mitt Romney had big 
stake number state-legisla- 
tive races but not here Massa- 
chusetts, where failed help 
the Republican Party gain single seat. No, 
talking about places like 35th 
District, where Kraig Paulsen narrowly won 
election state representative, and the 
South Carolina 31st, where Hugh Leather- 
did the Bay State governor care much about 


these distant battles? Because Romney — or 
rather, Romney’s Commonwealth Political Ac- 
tion Committee (PAC) — gave $1000 donations 
to both candidates. All in all, Romney’s PAC 
gave roughly $50,000 to Republican state-leg- 
islative candidates and county party commit- 
tees in early-voting presidential-nomination 
states. After all, any would-be president who 
does poorly in lowa, New Hampshire, and 
South Carolina won’t be around when other 
states vote.In 2004, Romney wasn’t the only 
one flashing cash key states preparation 
for a 2008 presidential run. In Iowa alone, Sen- 
ator Hillary Clinton’s HillPAC gave $25,000 to 
Democrats running for state legislature (includ- 
ing $5000 to the Democrat who lost to 
Paulsen); Senator Bill Frist of Tennessee con- 
tributed $14,500 to 13 Republicans through Vol- 
unteer PAC; and Nebraska congressman Chuck 
Hagel gave $7000 three party committees 
the state through his Sandhills PAC. All are 
considered likely ’o8 candidates. 

More than a dozen presidential hopefuls, in 
both parties, are actively operating these so- 
called leadership PACs. John Kerry, who had 
the Citizen Soldiers Fund PAC for the early part 
of his 2004 campaign, set up a new one, Keep- 
ing America’s Promise PAC, almost immediate- 
ly after losing. Governor Tom Vilsack of lowa, 
Governor Mark Warner of Virginia, and Senator 
Russ Feingold Wisconsin have all generated 
“are they running?” buzz by launching leader- 
ship PACs this year. 

Yes, the first phase of the 2008 presiden- 
tial election is well under way. Through the 
2006 midterm elections, presidential hope- 
fuls will continue raising money by the 
bushel through their leadership PACs, and 
hand it out in early-primary states like horny 
businessmen in a strip club. 


PAC 

Leadership PACs became popular in the 
1980s, when politicians like Bob Dole, Newt 
Gingrich, and Dick Gephardt used them to 
gain power within Congress. By the 1992 
campaign cycle they were playing a role in 
presidential politics, and 2000 almost 
every candidate had one. 

“It’s a lobbying effort,” says Steve Weiss, 
communications director for the Center for 
Responsive Politics, which tracks campaign 
finances. “This is all part of an orchestrated 
effort to get endorsements from key state and 
local officials. The federal candidate wants to 
see some return for his investment.” 

The Federal Election Commission (FEC) dis- 
tinguishes between single-candidate cam- 
paign committee, like “Kerry for Senate,” and 
a multi-candidate PAC, which promotes issues 
and candidates who support those issues. A 
leadership PAC is considered one of the latter; 
Commonwealth PAC promotes Romney’s ideas 
about what’s good for America, the way the 
Sierra Club PAC promotes environmental poli- 
cies or the US Chamber of Commerce PAC pro- 
motes business interests. The FEC gives these 
PACs much more latitude raising and 
spending money. So, politicians in the early

ship PACs to fly around the country, buy tables 
at fundraising events, hold meet-and-greet 
functions, host a Web site, build up campaign 
staff, and even do campaign-like activities — 
Commonwealth PAC did a 17-state direct mail- 
ing last month. These PACs also offer a way to 
court other influential pols by contributing to 
their campaigns. Indeed, it was through lead- 
ership PACs that Republican Pat DeWine, run- 
ning in a special June 14 election for an open 
Ohio congressional seat, received contribu- 
tions from rumored presidential aspirants 
Lamar Alexander, Sam Brownback, Frist, 
Hagel, John McCain, Rick Santorum, and 
George Voinovich and that was just 
primary. (DeWine lost, by the way.) 

“The distribution of money creates good 
will. It’s public relations, it curries favors, 
and it gets one-to-one contact,” says Rick Rid- 
der, campaign manager during the early 
stages of Howard Dean’s presidential run. 
“John Edwards’s leadership PAC basically gave 
the Iowa party $50,000 to help them build 
their voter file. The lowa Democratic Party be- 
comes a little cash cow.”

But why a second fund? Easy answer: more 
money. Under campaign-finance laws, a 
Hillary Clinton supporter can contribute only 
$2000 to her Senate campaign committee. The 
same supporter can give another $5000 to Hill- 
PAC. And at the state level, PAC contribution 
limits are even looser, which is why Romney 
set up separate PACs in lowa, South Carolina, 
Arizona, and Michigan, in addition to his fed 
eral leadership PAC. The more numero 
fundraising vehicles, the more deeply Rom- 
ney’s backers can reach into their pockets: the 
bulk of his 2004 contributions to Iowa state 
legislators came from two Utah businessmen, 
who gave a combined $19,000 to the Iowa 
Commonwealth PAC last October — many 
times more than they could give to Romney's 
own campaign committee. In fact, a mere 
dozen key supporters, including several from 
his old company, Bain Capital, provided al 
most all of Romney’s PAC money last year. 

For anyone looking for influence through 
political donations, lowa will present a 
uniquely fertile opportunity for the next 16 
months, leading up to the November 2006 
elections. The governor's seat and at least one 
of the state’s five congressional seats will be 
open. But even more important, the state Sen- 
ate stands at an even 25-25 split between De- 
mocrats and Republicans, while the COP holds 
a one-seat lead in the House. 

“It will be quite competitive, and I’m sure 
both sides will be raising and spending a great 
deal of money,” says Cullen Sheehan, execu- 
tive director of the lowa Republican Party. 
“Anyone who agrees with our ideals and who 
wants to contribute, that’s something we ac- 
cept and appreciate, whether it’s a presidential 
candidate or not.” 

New Hampshire will also have plenty of 
hard-fought races, where fundraising will be 
much appreciated. “Some nationally known 
figures can give a couple hundred dollars to a 
candidate — it’s significant here,” says Carole 
Appel, secretary of the New Hampshire Demo- 
cratic State Committee. “It might be laughable 
in New York City, but a little goes a long way in 
New Hampshire.” 

Those candidates and party committees will 
accept more than money, says Ray La Raja, po- 
litical-science professor at UMass Amherst. If 
Romney’s smart, La Raja says, he’ll send some 
of the high-level political consultants on his 
payroll, like Mike Murphy and Rob Cray, out for 
pro bono consultations with candidates who 
could never afford that sort of help. “They fly in 
to Iowa and look at the books, and while 
they’re sitting over a table eating pizza and 
Doritos, they’re making friends,” La Raja says. 

That kind of help sticks in people’s minds, 
and not just the people whose name goes on 
the ballot. Campaign workers, special-inter- 
est-group leaders, and grassroots organizers 
pay very close attention to things like the 35th 
District election, and which party gets control 
of the state Senate, La Raja says. “Your strate- 
gy is to make Republican leadership in the 
state think that you tipped the scales” — and 
of course, the same holds for Democrats. 

Not everyone is so cynical. “It’s not about 
buying anyone’s vote,” says Alan Solomont, a 
fundraiser for John Kerry’s 2004 campaign. “I 
begrudge Mitt Romney a lot of things, but in- 
troducing himself to voters in South Carolina is 
not one of them.” 

It’s true that high-ranking politicians, like 
John Kerry or Bill Frist, want to help local candi- 
dates in their party get elected, regardless of 
their presidential ambitions. But when a lead- 
ership PAC focuses disproportionately on crucial 
presidential states, it’s pretty clear what motive 
is at play. 

Some office-holders get the full treatment 
regardless of their state’s role. “A lot of this is al- 
so targeted at superdelegates,” says Ridder. Su- 
perdelegates include congressmen, governors, 
and party leaders who get to vote at the nomi- 
nating convention — 802 Democrats and 650 Re- 
publicans in 2004. Presidential hopefuls start 
wooing themt early, Ridder’says, and a good way

Money can't always buy love, however. Nei 
ther Gephardt nor Edwards, for all their early 
spending, won the Democratic nomination.

One problem these politicians faced — and 
Romney faces now — is a prohibition on actual- 
ly saying that they want to be president, which is 
the one thing that would get people to start pay- 
ing attention to them. A leadership PAC can’t 
promote a candidate who is explicitly running 
for any specific national office. So, for example, 
Commonwealth PAC recently sent out a mailing 
describing Romney’s attributes and policy posi- 
tions to Republicans in 17 states. But it suggest- 
ed no reason why the recipients should care.

HOW SMALL, HEAVILY CATHOLIC STATE BECAME POISED LEGALIZE 
MEDICAL MARIJUANA AND WHAT MEANS FOR THE REST

Senate’s emphatic June 7 vote in support of 
medical marijuana may have come as a sur- 
prise — to everyone but Rhode Islanders. 

On the surface, the tremendous 34-2 bi- 
partisan support shown for the medical-mari- 
juana bill was curious. After all, Rhode Is- 
land is a heavily Catholic state where, de- 
spite an independent streak and an over- 
whelmingly Democratic General Assembly, 
most legislators are social conservatives, and 
the popular Republican governor, Donald L. 
Carcieri, strongly opposes the very concept. 
Then again, in the smallest of states, where 
everyone, it seems, knows someone who 
might benefit from medical marijuana to 
treat caricer, AIDS, multiple sclerosis, or 
some other debilitating illness, the bill’s pas- 
sage makes perfect sense. 

Take the case of State Representative 
Thomas C, Slater (D-Providence), a 30-year 
veteran of the Marine Corps Reserves, who 
describes himself as a strong opponent of 
recreational marijuana use and looks as if 
he would feel at home in a VFW Hall. Al- 
though he has supported medical marijua- 
na in the past, Slater, 64, became a highly 
visible proponent — the lead sponsor in the 
House this session — after studying up on 
the subject. The issue touches close to home 
for him, since he has been treated for can- 
cer, and the disease has affected a number 


people his family. While Slater says 
would not use medical marijuana should it 
become legal (and recognizes that its main 
benefit may psychological for some peo- 
ple), his advocacy which steadily 
framed the issue as one of compassion — 
steeled the resolve of some wavering col- 
leagues. With the widespread incidence of 
cancer, AIDS, and other illnesses, he says,

“people are well aware of how devastating j 
these diseases can be.

Adds Representative Raymond J. Sullivan 
Jr. (D-Coventry), “When you sit across the 
table from someone who tells you they only 
have seven, eight, or nine months to live, 
and say that this is the only thing that can j 
help them get through the day whether 
eating relaxing their muscles, 
whatever issue that might be —I don’t 
know how can look that person the 
eye and tell them that we’re going to treat 
them like criminal. just doesn’t make 
sense to me. This is not about legalizing 
marijuana. It’s not about increasing taxes. 
It’s about easing the suffering of people 
who are the last stage their life 
dealing with serious illnesses.” 

Of course, there’s no single explanation 
for how the issue of medical marijuana, 
which had foundered the Rhode Island 
General Assembly since the late ’90s, sud- Be 
denly attracted such a groundswell of broad ; 
legislative support across partisan lines. if 
True, the bill’s success is due, at least in ; 


part, to the campaign waged year after year 
by proponents such as Senator Rhoda Perry a= 
(D-Providence). The main Senate sponsor, Bee: 
Perry offered poignant testimony of how her ee 
nephew, Edward O. Hawkins, suffered be- ii 
fore dying from AIDS at age 41 last year. But i 
while Perry is an unabashed liberal, support ee 
in recent years from groups such as the 

Rhode Island Medical Society and the Rhode 

Island State Nurses Association, as well as 

from AIDS Project Rhode Island and the : 
local chapter of the ACLU, reflects just how d 
mainstream medical marijuana has become 
— something borne out by referendums 

and a variety of polls in conservative states. 
The Marijuana Policy Project (MPP), a Wash- 
ington, DC-based advocacy group, also fo- ’ 
cused a beefed-up political campaign on i} 
Rhode Island, using a lobbyist, as well as | 
phone banks and television commercials 
targeting Carcieri’s stated opposition 
medical marijuana. 

Ultimately, though, the greatest factor 
seems to lie on the flip side of Rhode Island’s 
distinctive civic intimacy, which has fostered : 
the Ocean State’s justly deserved reputation Ml 
for political corruption. Put another way, 
this tiny state just over one million people, 
the personal tends to become political a lot ! 
faster than it does anywhere else. | 

when related legislation passed the last 
hurdle in the Senate on June 28 — quickly, 
without discussion, and on a 33-1 vote — it 
was as though it were the blandest and most 
pedestrian of bills, in spite of Governor 
Carcieri’s veto the very next day. 


NOT FADE AWAY 

Rhode Island’s medical-marijuana bill 
would protect doctors, patients, and care- 
givers from state prosecution if a state-cer- 
tified physician finds that marijuana might 
aid Rhode Island resident suffering from 
“chronic debilitating” medical condition. 
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na, meaning that patients with state-issued 
registration cards would be expected to ob- 
tain it illegally, although they would be able 
to possess up to 12 plants or 2.5 ounces of “us- 
able marijuana” at a time. In an amendment 
that bolstered legislative support, the initia- 
tive would cease on June 30, 2007, unless leg- 
islators voted to continue it. 

None of that appeases opponents, who see 
the Supreme June ruling Gon- 
zalez v. Raich, allowing the federal government 
to ban medical marijuana, as definitive. Ina 
statement issued that same day, John Wal- 
ters, President Bush’s drug czar, said the de- 
cision “marks the end of medical marijuana 
as a political issue. Our nation has the high- 
est standards and most sophisticated institu- 
tions in the world for determining the safety 
and effectiveness of medication. Our nation- 
al medical system relies on proven scientific 
research, not popular opinion. To date, sci- 
ence and research have not determined that 
smoking a crude plant is safe or effective. We 
have a responsibility to ensure that the medi- 
cine Americans receive from their doctors is 
effective, safe, and free from the pro-drug 
politics that are being promoted under the 
guise of medicine.” 

Proponents, however — who point to nu- 
merous studies in support of medical mari- 
juana’s benefits — hail what’s happening in 
Rhode Island as a clear rebuke to federal as- 
sertions that the states’ legalization of med- 
ical marijuana has been rendered moot. As 
the MPP pointed out in a statement last 
week, “The recent US Supreme Court deci- 
sion in Gonzalez v. Raich did not overturn the 
right of states to pass medical marijuana 
laws, and no authority has ever declared 
state medical marijuana laws unconstitu- 
tional.” Asked why the Office of National 
Drug Control Policy dispatched two represen- 
tatives, John Horton and Patrick Royal, to 
lobby Rhode Island legislators against over- 
riding Carcieri’s veto, Bruce Mirken, the 
MPP’s director of communications, says, “It 
says they realize they’re about be caught ly- 
ing. ... They’ve been pretty decisively 
proven wrong, and if it [medical marijuana] 
becomes law in Rhode Island, it will bea 
fairly large national story, and 1 think 
they’re desperate to avoid that.” 

Carcieri spokesman Jeff Neal says the 
governor’s opposition to medical marijuana 
stems from his belief that insufficient con- 
trols exist for the production and distribu- 
tion of the drug, as well as the related con- 
cern that “illegal marijuana use could pro- 
liferate throughout the state, and that mar- 
ijuana could become much more accessible 
on the streets.” The Rhode Island State Po- 
lice and the chief judge the Rhode Island 
Family Court also oppose the measure. Re- 
ferring to the MPP-coordinated lobbying ef- 
fort, Neal says, “I think there’s certainly a 
strategy to pick off states one by one — to 
select a state, to drive the debate there, and

to use that as the thin end of the wedge 
to force a broader national conversation on 
the subject.” 

The governor has also pointed to the 
Supreme Court’s ruling in explaining his 
opposition to legalizing medical marijuana 
in Rhode Island. Critics, however, say 
Carcieri was less concerned about diverging 
from national mandates when he allowed a 
measure legalizing prescription-drug im- 
ports from Canada to become law in 2004, 
despite warning from the Food and 
Drug Administration that federal law would 
trump it. 

For many, the case for medical marijuana 
also resonates with the larger question of 
how illegal drugs remain widely available 
despite the billions of tax dollars spent by 


the federal government in the war on drugs, 
especially with regard to youth. 

Suggestions that medical marijuana will 
make the drug more available to children are 
“a load of bull,” says Rhonda O’Donnell, a 
42-year-old Warwick woman who was diag- 
nosed with multiple sclerosis in 1994. “I 
think the federal government should have a 
lot more on their minds and their plates, 
like terrorism, rather than coming after peo- 
ple who use it for a medical purpose.” Al- 
though the former nurse remains unsure 
whether marijuana would alleviate the stiff- 
ness and burning pain in her legs, she holds 
out hope that others would benefit. O’Don- 
nell, who appears in a television ad urging 
public support for medical marijuana, at- 
tributes heightened legislative backing this 


time around to feedback from constituents. 
“I do believe it was the people [driving 
change], which is how the system is sup 
posed to work,” she says. 

Democrats expect White House lobbying 
to have little effect on legislative support for 
the medical-marijuana legislation. In fact, 
the Senate overrode Carcieri’s veto, 28-6, on 
June 30, and support is likely to remain sim- 
ilarly strong when the House takes up the 
measure, probably within a few weeks. 

Although the governor and other critics 
express concern about increased illegal mar- 
ijuana use, most observers consider it un- 
likely that legalizing medical marijuana 
would bring a tide of users to Rhode Island 
(the introduction of medical marijuana in

Maine about five years ago seems to have 
had little adverse effect). 

And while state-sanctioned patients 
would have to obtain their marijuana 
from an illegal source, they appear un- 
likely to face federal prosecution. Antho- 
ny Pettigrew, the US Drug Enforcement 
Administration’s spokesman in New Eng- 
land, doesn’t even recognize the concept 
of medical marijuana because, he says, 
“It is not medicine. It has no proven med- 
ical value.” Federal studies show that 
more teens enter treatment centers each 
year for marijuana, he notes, than for all 
other drugs combined. That said, Petti- 
grew adds, “The DEA has never targeted 
the sick and dying, but rather criminals 
{involved] in drug cultivation and 
trafficking. We’ll target major trafficking 
organizations and take them apart.” 

Rhode Islanders have a fairly tolerant 
attitude toward marijuana use. The reve- 
lation a few years ago that US Senator Lin- 
coln Chafee had smoked pot as a young 
man caused little more than a blip. A re- 
cent study by the US Substance Abuse.and 
Mental Health Services Administration 
found a high frequency of marijuana use 
in the southern part of the state. In the 
wake of the Gonzalez decision, even the Re- 
publican-friendly editorial page of the 
Providence Journal called on Congress to enact 
a national law allowing doctors to pre- 
scribe marijuana. 

Although 10 states have legalized 
medical marijuana — Alaska, California, 
Colorado, Hawaii, Maine, Montana, 
Nevada, Oregon, Vermont, and Washing- 
ton — moving similar initiatives forward 
remains a challenge even in a place with 
as liberal a reputation as Massachusetts 
(all but two of these states, Vermont and 
Hawaii, enacted their laws through bal- 
lot initiatives). A bill introduced by Sena- 
tor Thomas McGee (D-Lynn) got good re- 
sponse during a Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee hearing in early June, says Whitney 
A. Taylor, executive director of the non- 
profit Drug Policy Forum Massachu- 
setts. Still, the outlook remains far from 
clear. For an advocate like Taylor, who 
saw how marijuana enabled her cancer- 
ridden stepfather to interact with his 
family over dinner during the period be- 
fore his death, the ongoing disparity be- 
tween public and political support is vex- 
ing. The challenge, she says, remains: 
“How do we implement laws and get it to 
work within the system?” ‘ 


The MPP is pursuing organizing efforts 
in several other states, including New York, 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, and to a lesser 
extent, Illinois and Minnesota. Medical 
marijuana may remain an uphill battle, but 
it’s far from settled. “I think this issue is 
not going to die,” says Marc Genest, a pro- 
fessor of political science at the University 
of Rhode Island. “I think this issue is like 
gay rights, where advocates, by continuing 
to bring the matter up, they surmount all 
obstacles and eventually become accepted.”

THE MOUSE THAT ROARED 

What are the lessons of Rhode Island? Advo- 
cates invariably return the importance 
grassroots organizing and the message of 
compassion. Mirken touts the need to work 
closely with people in the community, “and 
you have to be sure to be thoughtful and 
factual, and prepared deal with, frankly, 
the nonsense that comes from the other 
side. I don’t think there’s any magic formu- 
la here. I think it helps to have the truth 

on your side, but you have to do your 
homework.” 

The larger message, Mirken says, “is that 
the public is several steps ahead of Congress 
and the White House, at least in terms of be- 
ing willing to look at drug policy in a prag- 
matic, common-sense way. A lot of people 
who don’t like drug abuse and who would 
like to see the misuse of drugs curbed are 
willing look things with open mind, 
and say that if someone with cancer or MS 
can get a little bit of relief from marijuana, 
there’s no reason that they ought to be casu- 
alties in the war on drugs.” ©

‘DYNASTY’ SAYS FAREWELL; BRAZILIAN GIRLS TAKE THE PISS 


“It’s just like Studio 54,” quipped Evan 

Kenney of local art-rockers Read Yellow 
as he surveyed the line outside Creat Scott at 
10:30 last Thursday night. And at least in 
terms of Allston’s indie-rock scene, it was: 
fabulous and over-the-top, 
albeit in a more welcoming, 
DIY way. This was the final 
night of the art + dance + 
punk mash-up that was 
“Dynasty,” and many of 
the local musicians and 
people-about-town who 
gathered were friends of 
Honeypump Productions 
promoter Ben Sisto. For 
two years, the night was a 
destination for edgy, dance- 
able music — and a place where bands formed 
and flirtations blossomed. The farewell in- 
cluded the debut of Beard, who rose from the 
ashes of local art punks Gold and the Faux. 
The latter’s frontman, Joe Coelho, dedicated 
Beard’s first song to late Faux keyboardist 
Kirsten Malone, then unleashed a blast of 
tense rock laced with carnivalesque organ and 
keening vocals. The crowd grew frenzied as 
the Mules thrashed out a dance-punk twister 
of offbeat male-female harmonies and hot 
guitar menace. And as the night built toward 
its sweaty, bleary end, resident DJs Just Luke, 
of Night Rally, and Comfortable Matt, of re- 
cently broken-up math-punks Clickers, kept 
the kids on the floor working double time to 
classics by Salt-N-Pepa and Prince, celebrat- 
ing not only a kinetic night but also the com- 
munity that spawned it. 

Of all the sounds made by Brazilian Girls at 


the Paradise a week ago Monday, the most 
memorable was that of lead singer Sabina 
Sciubba taking a piss — this while jammed 
into a bathroom stall with a reporter whose 
tape recorder was clutched between the singer’s 
thighs. Whatever your pre- 
conceptions of “world mu- 
sic,” Sciubba — the only girl 
in a group of non-Brazil- 
ians from New York City — 
is unlikely to fulfill them. 
By this point, she’d lost her 
pink stilettos and shed her 
matching taffeta tutu, and 
her nude unitard bore the 
smeared lipstick stain of an 
arrow she’d drawn point- 
ing to her genitals to illus- 
trate a performance of the band’s hit “Pussy.” 
Sciubba’s affectations go hand-in-hand 
with the flamboyant eccentricities of the Girls’ 
music, which can meander from jazzy, Bebel 
Gilberto-ish ballads to poppy dance numbers 
to electro covers of Cole Porter. And it drew an 
eclectic sellout crowd: silver-haired couples 
dotted the balconies, peasant-skirted girls 
crowded the floor, and sweaty preppies pressed 
against the stage. This was the face the 
“music from around the world” (as opposed to 
“world music”) that’s been championed by 
Emerson station WERS’s weekly Gyroscope, 
which sponsored the show. And the audience 
was putty in Sciubba’s hands, even if most of 
us didn’t understand a single word in any of 
the four languages in which she was singing.

Metal meltdown 


WERS GIVES ITS NASTY HABITS; PLUS UNEARTH, 
ESO, AND DISTINGUISHED MEMBERS 


Emerson College's student radio station, 

WERS, flipped the bird to two decades of 
Boston heavy metal last month when it cancelled 
its revered weekly metal show NASTY HABITS. 
WERS program and music director Lee Doerr told 
CMJ that declining ratings and poor fundraising re- 
sults had brought the ax down, and that NH would 
be replaced by far lighter fare. “Some research we 
did indicated a huge interest for soul and R&B.” 

“| just did some ‘research; and it shows the 
need for regime change next semester,” counters 
MARK THOMPSON, a former host of Nasty Habits 
who now operates Hydra Head Recordings’ under- 
ground-metal empire. The cancellation “sucks for 
the local scene as much as it does for the metal 


community at large. That show had everyone from 
Metallica to Shadows Fall in the studio over the 
years. | think WERS is gonna need to put a sign up 
at the station alerting the staff to beware of teens 
and ex-cons in Suffocation shirts throwing shit at 
them. John Krochune and | did that show over 10 
years ago, and to this day | meet people who wor- 
shipped Nasty. | guess being an influential show for 
over years doesn’t hold much weight staff 
that was primarily in diapers when it premiered.” 
Nasty Habits had impressive range: the final 
show, on June 12, spanned Decrepit Birth, Metallica, 
the Red Chord, Black Sabbath, Cannibal Corpse, Cave 
In, Exhorder, Death, Bathory, and Bolt Thrower. The 
final song played was Carcass’s “Regurgitation.” The 


program bolstered the careers of countless local, na- 
tional, and international groups; in-studio perform- 
ances by Killswitch Engage, Dillinger Escape Plan, 
Poison the Well, All That Remains, God Forbid and 
many more were compiled on the Nasty Habits: Live 
on WERS CD. I'll second Thompson's 
summation of the show's demise: “It’s 
a sad fucking day, that's for sure.” 
UNEARTH were also on the Nasty 
Habits CD, from back when they were 
still sowing their oats on Fort Laud- 
erdale's Eulogy Records. With their 
The Oncoming Storm out on Metal 
Blade and the band blowing up on the 
“Sounds of the Underground” tour, 
Eulogy has announced a December re- 
lease for Our Days of Eulogy, which unites the 
group's first two EPs for the label (Endless and 
Above the Fall of Man) and adds five live tracks. 
Also getting the reissue treatment are 7L & ES- 
OTERIC, whose Moment of Rarities (Babygrande) 
drops on July 26. The 15-track CD compiles 7L & 
Eso’s recorded output from the early '90s through 
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2000 and adds a slew of lost-and-found tracks — 
“Raw, gritty stuff that might have been over peo- 
ple’s heads at the time,” as Esoteric puts it. 

When in need, they stay for free: the little- 
known Boston indie-rock band DISTINGUISHED 
MEMBERS vaulted into CM/'s top- 
added charts last month with their 
debut CD, Hiding the Keep. They've 
also been popping up with sweet 
New York City gigs, like the official 
Faint/Bright Eyes afterparty at the 
Tribeca Grand back in May. How do 
they do it? Tony Fant, father to 
singer/guitarist Glen Fant, is an 
owner (and executive vice-president) 
of the Tribeca Grand and Soho Grand 
hotels.

emember rock-and-roll family trees 
= — the ones that appeared in pro- 
grams for arena concerts or inside 
jackets of greatest-hits LPs or, some- 
A times, in glossy music magazines? 
They'd trace an artist’s history or a band’s 
from birth (the roots) to various groups (the 
trunk) to spinoff outfits, side projects, and re- 
lated bands (the branches). Eric Clapton’s, for 
example, might start with his upbringing in 
Ripley, Surrey, and go on to the Yardbirds, the 
Bluesbreakers, Cream, Blind Faith, and his so- 
lo work, with branches for Fleetwood Mac 
stemming from the Bluesbreakers, the Baker- 
Gurvitz Army from Cream, and so on. 
Mapping Brian Eno’s career and sphere of 
influence would require an entire forest. 
From his first conceptual recording in 1965 — 
the slowed-down sound of a metal lamp 
stand being struck overdubbed with a friend 
reading a poem — to his new Another Day on 
Earth (Hannibal/Rykodiscy, he’s had an amaz- 
ing run as a composer, musician, producer, 
and sonic artist. Eno’s résumé includes char- 
ter membership in 1970s art-rock outfits Roxy 
Music and its spinoff group 801. But after an 
artistic dispute with Roxy co-founder Bryan 
Ferry, he went solo and recorded his first 
minimalist pop gems, Here Come the Warm Jets 
(Island) and Taking Tiger Mountain (By Strategy) 
(Island), both of which have just been reissued 
by Astralwerks/Virgin. 


These oddball experimental-pop albums, 
with their defiance of conventional musical 
technique and appreciation of jolting energy, 
influenced school arty post-punk outfits 
who fell under the “no wave” umbrella — 
Teenage Jesus and the Jerks, DNA, the Con- 
tortions. The one-fingered keyboard line and 
barked vocal of Warm Jets’ “Baby’s on Fire” 
foreshadowed Eno’s production of Devo’s 
bareboned 1978 debut, Q: Are We Not Men? A: We 
Are Devo! (Warner Bros.). But Eno’s gift for 
surrounding his lyrics with woven layers of 
keyboard, guitar, and percussion stretched to 
odd tonalities by his affinity for electronic ef- 
fects also torched creative bonfires for more- 
sophisticated pop outfits, from Japan in the 
late ’7os to James in the late ’gos. 

Then came the tape-and-guitar duets 
No Pussyfooting and Evening Star (both on An- 
tilles) with Robert Fripp, which laid the 
groundwork for the looping techniques 
that are such a large part of the current 
sound of techno, hip-hop, and pop. After a 
30-year break, Eno and Fripp reunited to re- 
lease The Equatorial Stars (Inner Knot) earlier 
this year. 

Along the way, Eno invented and codified 
a sound we’ve come to know as “ambient,” 
beginning with 1978’s gently hypnotic Music 
for Films (Antilles) and continuing with Music 
for Airports (Ambient; both also just reissued 
by Astralwerks/Virgin) and other microton- 


vision rock’s possibilities. 


ally evolving jewels. These albums played a 
role in defining the low-key esthetic of new- 
age music and eventually influenced main- 
stream studio recordings. 

As a producer, Eno has shaken the dust 
off major artists who’ve painted themselves 
into a creative corner, starting with David 
Bowie in 1977 with Heroes (RCA) and continu- 
ing into the ’80s with the Talking Heads’ Re- 
main in Light (Warner Bros.) and U2’s The Un- 
forgettable Fire (PolyGram). He also launched a 
school of studio hitmaking — marked by 
lush, reverbed, and experimental sounds — 
by taking on Daniel Lanois as his appren- 
tice. Lanois absorbed the soft attenuation of 
Eno’s ambient sonic techniques — careful 
recording with judicious use of electronic 
effects — while toiling on albums like 
Harold Budd’s The Pearl (Editions EG) under 
Eno’s direction. Then he went on alone to 
apply what he’d learned to a stack of albums 
from Robbie Robertson’s solo debut to Bob 
Dylan’s daring Oh Mercy and Time Out of Mind 
(both on Sony) and Peter Gabriel’s So (Gef- 
fen). And he in turn took on the engineer 
Flood, who later brought the swirl of am- 
biance to PJ Harvey’s masterpiece To Bring You 
My Love {Island] and has worked with Nine 
Inch Nails and Depeche Mode. Today when 
artists say they’re looking for a sound like 
Lanois’s or Flood’s, they’re really looking for 
Eno’s, You could argue that since Sgt. Pepper 
nobo@y has had as challenging or complete 
a vision of rock’s many possibilities. 

Sixteen of Eno’s earlier titles (see sidebar) 
have just been reissued by Astralwerks/Vir- 
gin and Rykodisc. In light of that stack of 
CDs, which range from the hush of Music for 
Films to the primal charge of Warm Jets to the 
quirky post-industrial pop of Nerve Net (Han- 
nibal/Rykodisc), Another Day on Earth is Eno’s 
great It’s his first solo album that 
weds the warm sonics of his ambient record- 
ings with his pop tunes. Whereas time and 
shifting passions have smoothed the rough 
edges that made Taking Tiger Mountain, Warm 
Jets, and even Nerve Net such throbbing atten- 
tion getters, there’s a mastery to Another Day 
on Earth that’s equally appealing. 

Although he tends to sing in little riddles 
(“How many worlds will we ever see/How 
many people can we ever be/If we 
wake up,” he asks in “How Many Worlds”), 
it’s no mystery that Eno is aiming for pure 
beauty. In “How Many Worlds,” his voice is 
just another instrument, overdubbed and 
layered to a warm, musical sheen that slips 
into its place beside the keyboards and 
strings. And the title track, with its fascina- 
tion for medium-size industrial beats and its 
shifting colors and rhythm patterns, is rhap- 
sodic. “Bottomliners” is a superb fusion of 
Eno’s ambient and pop interests. He sings its 
fairy-tale lyric high and sweet and renders 
his voice into one more strand of the tune’s 
melodic fabric using electronics make 
inhuman, like a high-tech keyboard playing 
a sample. On “Bone Bomb,” he uses vocalist 
Aylie Cooke like a drum machine. Syllables

Southern discomfort 


Digging the roots Lucinda Williams and Shelby Lynne

ucinda Williams’s Live @ the Fillmore 
(Lost Highway) and Shelby Lynne’s Suit 
Yourself (Capitol) are crisp, attractive 
major-label releases by major-name 
artists who stretch the definition of 
country farther than any radical alt-country 
artist indies Bloodshot Sugar Hill. Al- 
though both albums have some pedal steel and 
mandolin, neither twangs much — their spare 
arrangements center on acoustic or electric 
guitar. Williams’s nearly two-hour double CD 
was recorded on two nights at the end of her 
2003 tour with her ace three-piece back-up, 
and all but four of its 22 tracks come from her 
previous two albums, Essence and World Without 
Tears (both on Lost Highway), the former a 
woozy dose of singer-songwriter folk, the lat- 
ter a piercing, groove-oriented rock shot. 
Lynne’s 12-song album alternates between 
modified home demos and a five-piece studio 
band featuring two rock-minded musicians, 
Tom Petty and the Heartbreakers keyboardist 
Benmont Tench and former Wallflowers gui- 
tarist Michael Ward. Lynne produced it all on 
analog equipment, and when | ask her about 
the new albums she was listening to, she 
mentions only the White Stripes’ alt-every- 
thing home recording, Get Behind Me Satan. 

Both discs are being hailed by fans whose 
attitudes toward country otherwise range 
from distrust disdain. (One blogger de- 
scribes himself as a“vehement anti-country 
listener.”) Even so, I suspect that the image 
these albums will shore up is so traditional, it 
might make even Bloodshot and Sugar Hill 
devotees blush: the tough, sexy female coun- 
try singer whose bitchy persona and DIY ca- 
reer are shot through with vulnerability and 
self-destructive impulses. (Think Patsy Cline, 
Tammy Wynette, Loretta Lynn.) It’s an image 
that the best Nashville music has been mov- 
ing beyond at least since Lynn’s 1973 smash 
“The Pill.” Or maybe I just mean that 
Nashville has been covering up. 

Williams, who plays the Opera House on 
July 12, and Lynne, who headlines the Par- 
adise on the 17th, arrived at this traditional 
image by paths as different as two Southern 
anti-belles could take. Born 52 years ago in 
Louisiana, Williams grew up in a household 
kept on the move by her dad’s temporary 
teaching positions. 1969, she started 
wander on her own, venturing into Austin’s 
roots-music scene after being expelled from 
high school for refusing recite the Pledge 
Allegiance. Raised Alabama, the young 
Shelby Lynne Moorer had it far harder: she 
and her younger sister, Allison (now also a 
successful singer), witnessed their alcoholic 
father shoot their mother to death in the fam- 
ily driveway before killing himself. About a 
year later, Shelby landed a deal in Nashville. 

“I was doing mainstream country crap,” she 
says on the phone from home. “And I was 18 
years old, 19 years old, 20; I wanted a hit. It was 
not until was like figured out: 
‘Fuck the hit, make a great album, it’s the on-

ly way you're going to survive.’ ” That’s when 
the hit came. After a dozen years in Nashville, 
Lynne moved back to Alabama and released 
2000’s Grammy-winning I Am Shelby Lynne (Is- 
land), a Dusty Springfield-like Southern Goth- 
ic masterpiece. But it proved nothing more 
than a rest stop as she went on to 2002’s widely 
disdained pop move, Love Shelby (Island), and 
then 2003’s Identity Crisis, self-produced debut 
for Capitol whose musical eclecticism: could 


seem formulaic and whose oddball lyrics often 
sounded sloppy. Lucinda Williams has never 
released a weak album, yet her career has been 
equally tumultuous, marked by strife with la- 
bels and fellow musicians and by a legendary 
perfectionism that’s limited her to seven stu- 
dio releases in the past quarter-century. 

At this point, the two artists settle down 
only to shore up their unsettled personas. 
Lynne’s opening “Go with It” sets the loose, 


spontaneous mood with its studio chatter, 

simple groove, and mantra-like chorus: “You 

do it, do it, do it, do it, do it, do it/Just let 

go.” That philosophy almost guarantees that 

Suit Yourself won’t be another I Am Shelby Lynne, 

but the impromptu spirit and the spare 

arrangements also focus Lynne on the mo- 

ment and help her recapture the melancholy 

of her masterpiece in a lighter shade of gray. 

“I Cry Everyday” and “I Won't Die Alone” 

sway lightly on a blue groove. “You're the : 
Man” and “Johnny and June” capture the im- €- 
mediacy of her outrage and sorrow as she 

hears the news of a chemical plant’s indiffer- 

ence and a legend’s passing. And the craft in 

the two tunes by Tony Joe White ground the 

disc just when it starts to drift. 

Williams'’s Live@ the Fillmore is even better. 
Building from the folk-country melancholy of 
Essence through the freewheeling jams of World 
Without Sorrow, it’s worth the price just for its 
balance between execution and passion, for 
the way it summarizes a catalogue while 
painting a portrait of an artist living in the 
moment. Williams isn’t a natural performer 
like Lynne, but where she was once tentative, 
her shows have over the past few years become 
unpredictable and impassioned, and here she 
balances restraint — minimum crowd noise, 
almost no patter — with a willingness to let 
her vocals fray and her band unwind. Both 
Williams and Lynne emerge as Southern 
artists who have willingly and gracefully sur- 
rendered to their romanticism, defining 
Southernness as a life haunted by the past as it 
wanders far from home. That might be the 
definition of all American music. ©

Afropop muses 


Femi Kuti, Papa Wemba, Emeline Michel, and Daby Touré come Boston

alancing the loyalty of a home au- 
dience with the fickle demands of 
the international touring circuit is 
a major challenge for world-music 

. stars. Nigeria’s Femi Kuti, who 
plays the Paradise July 14, has met that chal- 
lenge; so have the African artists — Papa 
Wemba, Emeline Michel, and Daby Touré — 
who'll perform as part of the French Li- 
brary’s 30th annual Bastille Day celebration 
the following day. 

Kuti is descended from royalty: before his 
death in 1997, Femi’s father, Fela, invented 
Afrobeat and held court at a Lagos nightclub 
called the Shrine. Femi’s new CD/DVD set 
Live the Shrine (Palm) attests his determi- 
nation to revive the venue. The DVD docu- 
ments an October 2000 gig by Femi, inter- 
spersing interviews, street scenes, and 
footage of public rehearsals. The CD com- 
piles unreleased songs from the concert. 

Live at the Shrine has low-tech appeal, from 
the shadows and the sepia tones of the infor- 
mally lit stage to Femi’s homeboy stage ban- 
ter. (At one point he says, “Obviously, you 
are too drunk to listen to my announcement, 
so we will continue.”) There’s an unvar- 
nished urban African reality here, as if we’d 
dropped in on Femi’s frenetic home life, and 
it’s a welcome departure from his slick tour- 
ing act. A certain artifice haunts Femi’s 
repackaging of his father’s chaotic world, 
from the female dancers’ painted faces to Fe- 
mi’s bare-chested stage bravado and take-no- 
prisoners political rhetoric. But he’s made 
the Shrine and Afrobeat accessible to out- 
siders something Fela never attempted. 

Femi has also eschewed Fela’s grandiose 
song forms. He updates his father’s African- 
ization American funk and 
jazz. But where Fela’s songs rarely clocked 
in at under 20 minutes, Femi packs a 
scathing rant and a taut, percolating jam 
from Positive Force into just four on “I Wan- 
na Be Free,” The band are tight, and the 
lyrics and hooks carry Femi’s less-than-stel- 
lar voice, but he rarely plumbs Fela’s emo- 
tional depths. 

The Bastille Day headliner, Papa Wemba, 
was once seen as the master of catering to 
multiple audiences. Back in 1988, when 
Wemba made his US debut in Boston, he led 
two bands, one aimed at the Congolese pub- 
lic, one who experimented with everything 
from Otis Redding covers to techno bush 
grooves and pop ballads. It’s been seven 
years since the latter outfit released Molokai 
(Real World), but when I reach him in Paris, 
Wemba says he still has his international 
band. It’s now called Tendances, or Tenden- 
cies. What sort of tendencies? “Well,” he 
replies enigmatically, “there are always ten- 
dencies, aren’t there?” 

Wemba’s not bringing that band tour; 
instead, his Congolese juggernaut Viva 
Musica will join him, “I think it’s important

rumba. So I will defend the repertoire, but 
not only the repertoire of Papa Wemba. 
There will also be songs by some of the 
founders, like Tabu Ley and Franco.” 

Congo music has a rich history, from the 
Cuban-inspired, guitar-based “rumba” of 
the ’s5os and ’6os to the hyper-kinetic, high- 
tech modulations and tempo shifts of the 
current ndombolo. Wemba’s 2003 Somo Trop 
(Next) is a sprawling, two-disc set that refers 
to all stages of that history. “Yesterday is not 
today. We can’t just live in the past and work 
the way we did 20 years ago. But in the end, 
it is the same music.” 

Wemba has a new album out in France, 
but it can’t match 2004’s Papa Wemba ¢ Viva La 
Musica 1977-1997 (Stern's), a two-disc set that 
showcases the breadth of one of the most af- 
fecting vocalists in all of African pop, with 
everything from the guitar-driven boogie of 
“Mére Supérieure” the mellifluous rumba 
“Kitida.” When mention that play-

don’t sing many songs of a political charac- 
ter. Our music is much more about love.” 

Recently, though, he found himself in 
political hot water. After a highly publi- 
cized trial in France, he served four months 
in jail and paid a 10,000-Euro fine for help- 
ing undocumented immigrant musicians 
enter France. Although he’s grateful to his 
fans for their loyalty, Wemba refuses to dis- 
cuss the ordeal. 

It is, of course, ironic that artists from 
former French colonies are gathering to cele- 
brate Bastille Day, and that’s not lost on 
Haitian singer Emeline Michel. “It’s an in- 
teresting ride,” she muses over the tele- 
phone from New York. “I think there are still 
mixed feelings and bitter thoughts about 
what Haiti went through with the French in 
our history. But important also just 
let go. This is a great occasion for me to dis- 
cover other artists, so we must celebrate.” 

In 1998, Michel won a contest sponsored 


emerged as one of Haiti’s most charismatic 
performers. Her new Rasin Kreyol (Times 
Square) her eighth one her best. 
Her voice has the richness and the punch of 
Angélique Kidjo, and she ventures into rasin, 
rootsy percussion and vocal voodoo 
music, adding grit and spiritual weight to 
her pop repertoire. “It was tricky, because 
when you come from a Christian family and 
you use that music, it’s two different enti- 
ties. The first time I ever saw a voodoo cere- 
mony was when my father took me in the 
north of the country for a vacation. He said, 
‘Come in and let’s see something that you 
have never seen before.’ So I’m listening to 
seven congas going with different kinds of 
exciting melodies, and these people are out 
of their minds dancing. My father was 
telling me, ‘You should never mingle with 
people like that, because they are possessed 
by evil spirits.’ But I got excited. I was about 
14 years old, and I’m like, ‘I can’t wait to 
dance like that.’ ” 

Michel studied voodoo music clandestine- 
ly in Port au Prince, but only with Rasin 
Kreyol, a decade after her father’s death, did 
it become a real presence in her music. The 
album merges heartthrob ballads, melodi- 
ous compas, gospel choral work, and, on the 
standout “Beni-Yo,” South African-tinged 
reggae. “LO’M Kanpe” laments the plight of 
Haitian refugees: “Scholars from my home- 
land are chopping meat McDonald’s.” 
“Zikap” strings together proverbs and id- 
ioms to deliver advice about AIDS. 

The least-familiar name in the Bastille 
Day line-up, Daby Touré, hails from new 
generation of the Touré family that yielded 
Afropop trailblazers Touré Kunda. 
Daby Touré grew up in Mauritania but re- 
turned to Senegal as a teenager to play gui- 
tar and tour in a latter-day reconstruction of 
Touré Kunda. landed Paris the late 
"90s, playing acoustic singer-songwriter fare 
pioneered by African artists like Habib 
Koité, Wassis Diop, and Lokua Kanza. 

Touré’s 2004 Real World album Diam is 
more personal and broader its musical ref- 
erences than the Afropop Touré Kunda. 
Acoustic-guitar picking, velvety vocals, and 
spare lushness the production all reflect 
the Euro-mainstreaming of African music — 
a major phenomenon of the past decade. 
When Touré sings about the late-19th-centu- 
ty hero Samory Touré, the music is closer to 
bossa nova than the gritty bombast of West 
African griot. It’s another apt Bastille Day 
irony that Samory Touré tormented the 
French for decade before his capture.

hen I peek into the bedroom 

of Brendan Daly’s North End 

apartment, | think I grasp 

his band’s jaunty, jocular 

“Personal Ad Song,” a parody 
of a typical personal ad: “My apartment’s dis- 
gusting/I never clean it/I’m not into dust- 
ing/It makes me sneeze.” But Daly — whom 
everyone including his mother calls Spookie 
— tells me | still haven’t got the subtext. “It’s 
about propaganda. When somebody goes on 
line for a personal ad, it’s their own individ- 
ual propaganda. . . . 1 had been reading a ton 
of Chomsky.” 

Spookie’s quartet Spookie Daly Pride bal- 
ance the silly with the serious on their second 
and latest full-length CD, Medicine Chest (Fun- 
zalo), which reveals itself to be more than the 
fun-loving party record it sounds like at first. 
The lightheartedness of “The Bumpin’ Uglies 
Song” — sample lyric, sung in Spookie’s grav- 
elly, Boston-accented growl: “Up in Alaska/Or 
Nebraska/As far away as Madagascar/ Some- 
one somewhere is bumpin’ uglies right now” 
— is tempered by the blue-eyed soul of “Hope 
To Hold.” And even the humorous songs 
might have an underlying seriousness. “Sooo 
Delicious!!!” looks like a jab at Catholic guilt, 
but he says there’s a deeper theme about 
Americanization and globalization. 

Medicine Chest’s producer, Sean Slade, has 
recorded many of the most notable Boston 
bands of the last 15 years (Dinosaur Jr. and the 
Mighty Mighty Bosstones, for two), and he 
says he dug the duality of Spookie’s songwrit- 
ing right off the bat. When he heard Spook- 
ie’s stripped-down vocals-and-piano demos 
late last summer, he thought to himself, 
“This guy’s almost got a Fats Waller kind of 
vibe” — high praise from someone who cites 
Waller as one of his all-time favorites. “The 
reason I like Waller so much is because he’s 
funny and serious at the same time,” Slade 
explains. “That’s what I was trying to get 
with Spookie: a nice balance between the 
funny ha-ha and the really heart-on-your- 
sleeve soul-baring aspect of it.” 

Even though they don’t sound like a jam 
band, SDP often get lumped into that catego- 
ty because of their jam-band-like grass-roots 
approach and the general overuse of the 
term. “The jam-band thing,” Spookie ex- 
plains, is less of a style and more about “peo- 
ple who like real music played by real people 
who can play.” SDP can play. Guitarist Pete 
Witham, bassist Floyd Kellogg, drummer 
Tommy Diehl, and Spookie, who plays a gut- 
ted piano with a keyboard inside, have honed 
their chops with incessant touring; they 
haven’t practiced since Slade made them re- 
hearse every day for four weeks before the 
Medicine Chest. 

Writers describing SDP have cited every- 
thing from Dixieland to hip-hop, big band to 
European pop, soul to cabaret — all of which 
the band touch upon on Medicine Chest or their 
first album, Marshmallow Pie (Funzalo). But 
when comes songwriting, Spookie says,

“A lot of times a melody just comes in my 
head and then I just sit down and play it. I 
never say, ‘I’m gonna write a cabaret song,’ or 
‘I’m gonna write a straight-up rock-and-roll 
tune.’ I just let them go.” 

This spontaneity is typical. In January, 
Spookie decided to teach himself to edit 
video. He’s spent most of his waking hours 
since making hilariously absurd movies star- 
ring himself and his band mates. A spoof of 
ESPN’s World Series of Poker is titled “ESPN pres- 
ents the World Series of Russian Roulette,

Sponsored by the Christian Coalition and the 
NRA.” He’s posted some of these videos on the 
band’s Web site, and the response has been 
such that Funzalo is planning to release a 
DVD collection. 

Spookie, who gives his age as “27ish,” made 
his foray into the world of music in much the 
same unpremeditated way. When he was grow- 
ing Billerica, his primary interest was 
sports. “I never wanted to be a musician. It 
wasn’t my ambition by any stretch of the imag- 
ination.” But after couple unsuccessful se-

mesters at Fitchburg State College, he decided 
to take up piano. He took a few lessons but was 
unable to play the chords his teacher wrote out 
for him. “I tried to just do those and I couldn’t 
do it. My fingers wouldn't work. So for like two 
months, | didn’t even try to play.” Then one 
day, he wandered up to the room where his par- 
ents kept their player piano and “sat down and 
just started playing. It was a really strange 
thing. I couldn’t play anything before, and 
then I went away and it just processed, I guess, 
in my body. I started writing tunes that day.” 
He continued to write for the next few 
years, and some of his recordings caught the 
attention of V2, Artemis, and Epic. Unable to 
come to an agreement with any of them, he 
decided to record and release a full-length — 
Marshmallow Pie, which was picked up by Fun- 
zalo last March — on his own. “Things got 
fucked up, and now I’m blue-screening my 
walls with sheets. I couldn’t be happier.” 
And though SDP mostly fly under the 
radar of the media and outside the music 
mainstream, the band have legions of devot- 
ed fans. Medicine Chest, which was released in 
May, has been selling, the shows have been 
good, and all’s well in the land of Spook. 
“People tell me — and I correct them now — 
“You’re gonna get a break. I know it.’ AndI 
used to be like, ‘Thanks,’ you know? And now 
it’s like, ‘I’m there. I’m doing exactly what I 
want to do.’ And it’s hard for me to realize 
that. But the fact is, I’m making records and 
making these stupid movies, which I love, 
and I’m writing all day, and that’s all I do.” 


Another 27ish eccentric with an unclassi- 

fiable band is Adam Classeye. His seven- 
piece group Reverend Glasseye (formerly 
Reverend Glasseye and His Wooden Leg) won 
this year’s Rumble, but he fell victim to the 
Rumble “curse” even before the semifinal. 
“My house caught fire the night of the pre- 
liminaries,” he explains over beers and sand- 
wiches at the newly renovated Linwood, the 
site of one of the earliest Classeye shows. “I 
was being cursed for involving myself in a 
battle of the bands.” 

With a portion of their Rumble booty, 
Reverend Glasseye finished their new album, 
the follow-up to last year’s Happy End and Begin 
and their first full-length since their 2001 
debut, Black River Falls. Our Lady of the Broken Spine 
isn’t due till November 8, but Adam already 
has much of another album written, and the 
band plan to record that one in August upon 
returning from their July tour. “We're releas- 
ing this record, but we’re working on the 
next one. we’re keeping something the 
back burners.” 

In 2000, Glasseye decided he “wanted to 
start a kind of gospelly band. It got somewhat 
deranged from there, and started moving 
into different realms of music. But that’s 
where the ‘Reverend’ comes from.” Like SDP, 
the “deranged” Reverend Glasseye have writ- 
ers running to their genre lexicons. Delta 
blues, ’60s burlesque, klezmer, vaudeville, 
and gypsy carnival rock have been cited as ref- 
erence points for what amounts dressed-up 
folk music. read about our influences,” 
Classeye jokes. “I don’t even know that we 
have a plan as to what we're trying to make 
any more. We're just trying to go for some- 
thing out of the ordinary. It is our goal at some 
point defy categorization all together.”

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Gustav Ejstes’s one-man Dungen

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Twenty-five-year-old Gustav Ejstes is a 
hunky, courteous-sounding Swedish gen- 
tleman who writes and records beautiful psy- 
chedelic folk rock as Dungen (rhymes with 
“onion”). Ta Det Lugnt (“Take It Easy”), the al- 
bum he released in Sweden in 2004, is his 
best: a minor miracle of sweet guitar fuzz, 
airy flute, yearning vocal melodies, and ram- 
bling Keith Moon drums. Ejstes captures more 
than the mood of the moment that separated 
’60s flower-power rock from ’70s heavy metal; 
he also gets its tone, replicating the cardboard- 
box drum sound and analog warmth familiar 
to followers of record-nerd reissue scenes. 

The album could fact pass for compila- 
tion of out-of-print material by a handful of 
ancient Scandinavian bands. And had that 
been the case, there would have been the same 

buzz that built up around Ta Det Lugnt late last

fork. Savor the possibilities: previously un- 
tapped scene to dig into alongside Brazilian 
baile funk or South American post-punk! 

Yet in addition to being alive and well at 
the moment, Ejstes hasn’t much use for the 
concept of a scene. “I don’t follow music that 
much at all,” he says over the phone from 
Sweden, a week before departing on a tour 
that’ll bring Dungen to the Middle East this 
Wednesday. “I know what 1 like, and I have 
good records at home, but I don’t buy so much 
music. I don’t care so much about new music 
or bands or following everything.” So he cares 
about old music then? “I don’t know — that 
depends on what you mean. I have favorites 
from the '9os. I have records from the '6os and 
I have some records from the ’80s, and some 
records even from last year, Good records show 
up all the time, But I’m not digging the charts 
or following like that. If there’s something I 
like that comes my way, I pick it up.” 

Ejstes’s working method backs up his 
isolationist claim: he says he recorded and

On August 2, the New York-based indie Ke- 
mado Records will give Ta Det Lugnt its official 
American release.

BILLY CORGAN 
TECHNO GLITCHES 
There are a few promising moments on Billy Corgan’s other- 
wise bleak and bloodless new solo album, TheFutureEmbrace 
(Reprise) — the slinky, bass-driven, minimalist electro-pop of 
“The Cameraeye,” with its brisk beat and semblance of 
groove; the NIN industrial stomp of “A1oo”; the Cure-yiously 
textured guitar washes of “Sorrow (In Blue).” And with a 
Smashing Pumpkins reunion imminent, you might have ex- 
pected Corgan to be more passionate at intimate club venues 
like Avalon, where he packed the house last Thursday, than 
the disc. Because one thoughtful fan pointed out 
to a friend as they left the show, “The record is so bad that if a 
new band had put it out nobody would have bought it.” In 
fact, with the commercial failure of Zwan a not-so-distant 
memory, TheFutureEmbrace isn’t exactly tearing up the charts. 
Poised before a futuristic digital screen that brought to mind 
the diva scenes from The Fifth Element, Corgan, wearing black 
and with one of those trendy Black Castro caps covering his Un- 
cle Fester noggin, led his listless band through most of TheFu- 
tureEmbrace. The members included two synth players stationed 
at what looked like leftovers from an H.R. Geiger sci-fi set (one 
boy, one girl who added some washed-out background vox to 
Corgan’s processed whine) and a poor drummer who spent the 
evening trying make pounding drum pads look cool and fail- 
ing find anything resembling groove. Think Flock 
Seagulls without the hair. There was nothing futuristic about 
the dismal throb and whine of the new material. And Corgan’s 
inability to inspire himself or the crowd hit bottom with the 
hopeful “All Things Change” (which ends with the mantra “We 
can change the world”), as everybody resisted his urging to clap 
or sing along during extended breaks. Covers of the Bee Gees’ 
“To Love Somebody” and an encore of AC/DC’s “It’s a Long 
Way the Top (If You Wanna Rock)” were poignant 
reminders that synthesizers don’t make bad music, people do.

PAUL GEREMIA 

LIVING THE BLUES 

Roots music — hell, every type of music — has unsung heroes, 
artists who labor obscurity but are nonetheless special. For 
more than 30 years, Rhode Island’s Paul Geremia has lived a

life as close to that of his Delta and Southern-flatlands blues 
heroes as a white Yankee can, traveling the world to make a 
living finger-picking his six- and 12-string acoustic guitars 
and singing original and classic tunes. 

Last Tuesday, Geremia made a rare local appearance at 
Johnny D’s in Davis Square, playing two sets that were a liv- 
ing exposition in early blues history as well as his own. 
Starting 12-string, delved into the Blind Willie McTell 
classic “Statesboro Blues.” With his bulky body in a Hawai- 
ian shirt and his brushy-moustached face bent low over his 
instrument’s wooden body, Geremia seemed an unlikely 
channel for this old-time music carved from the heart of the 
Jim Crow South. Yet his deft ascending chords and chiseled 
lines told its story. And when he slid into his own song 
about a dead lover, “Still Think About You,” the sound and 
subject matter slipped neatly into the tradition. 

Geremia’s fans, a mostly male clutch of middle-aged lis- 
teners who hung on his every note and syllable, were treat- 
ed to a clinic in country-blues technique as his right thumb 
flew over the strings, picking out bass tones to match the 
melody and rhythm lines of his first three fingers. His 1997 
Live from Uncle Sam's Backyard (Red House) boasts the same 
kind of energy. And like the old masters, Geremia has plen- 
ty of idiosyncrasy in his craft. His right hand frailed, 
strummed, plucked, muted, and popped strings as he 
called out the lyrics of such near-forgotten figures as Pink 
Anderson and George Carter or played “Wonderful Afflic- 
tion,” a number from his “divorce trilogy” that’s laced with 
Tegret and release. And like many of the original bluesmen 
who returned to the music in the 1960s to influence scores 
of players of Ceremia’s generation, he seems determined to 
carry on.

TRACY BONHAM AND EELS 

STRINGS AND THINGS 

A decade ago, Boston’s Tracy Bonham and the LA-based ec- 
centric Mark Oliver Everett, better known by his Eels 
moniker “E,” were objects of major-label bidding wars that 
landed the former on Island and Eels on the then nascent 
DreamWorks label. Bonham, the benefactor of a desperate 
post-Jagged Little Pill search for the next Alanis, came within 
an inch of a major breakthrough with The Burdens of Being 
Upright (Island) and its radio single “Mother,” a track with 
enough feminine angst to garner a Crammy nomination. 
Everett was the eclectic savant who might just provide 
“Loser”-loving programmers with their next Beck. Neither 
panned out. But both artists, who played opposite sides 
of the Charles a week ago Wednesday (Bonham at the Par- 
adise Lounge, Eels at Somerville Theatre), struggled to pro- 
vide notoriously fickle A&R liaisons with hit singles. Is- 
land gave up on Bonham after one more album, 2000’s 
Down Here. DreamWorks held onto Everett until 2003, as 
the shape and the sound of Eels underwent continuous 
transformation. 

Now living in Brooklyn, Bonham was back in Boston to 
play free show for the 100 fans who had purchased 
her new indie release Blink the Brightest (Zoé/Rounder) at 
Newbury Comics. I caught only the first half of the set 
with her new backing band, but it was clear that Bonham 
is both enjoying and taking advantage of her freedom 
from major-label serfdom. The quirks that had been ironed 
out her modern-rockist Island CDs including her occa- 
sionally avant violin playing — have resurfaced. “Mother” 
was more in keeping with the original demo of the song 
than with the album version, and her drummer proved 
there’s a lot more to playing a tambourine than just 
banging along to the beat. 

Everett has never been afraid of quirks. But his new 
two-disc Eels set Blinking Lights and Other Revelations (Vagrant) 
is one of his most straightforward singer-songwriterly ef- 
forts. Touring with a four-piece female string section in 
party dresses, a mohawked stand-up bassist, and a multi- 
instrumentalist who played everything from theremin toa 
garbage can and suitcase drum set, a dapper, bearded 
Everett moved among various keyboards and guitars, lit an 
ironic cigar, and bared his broken soul don’t like being 
around people/Makes nervous and weird,” dead- 
panned in “Things the Grandchildren Should Know.”

tench filmmakers’ preoccupations 

with sex, death, and philosophy 

frame their deeper issue — with 

time. Proust is their role model. The 

offerings in this vintage year at the 
Boston French Film Festival celebrate that ob- 
session, as well as quintessential Gallic actors 
Depardieu and Catherine Deneuve, 
veteran directors André Téchiné, Benoit 
Jacquot, Olivier Assayas, and Erich Rohmer 
(the latter pair’s films, CLEAN and TRIPLE 
AGENT, were not available for preview), and 
that sine qua non of French cinema, LES EN- 
FANTS DU PARADIS/CHILDREN OF PARADISE 
(1945; July pm). 

These films prove once again that the 
medium can recapture time, after a fashion, 
but only to make its loss more poignant. They 
render time sensible in images when they 
don’t try to do so in words, as is the case in 
GENESIS, a documentary from Claude Nurid- 
sany and Marie Pérrenou (2004; July 9 at 5:30 
pm). The old African griot who narrates the 


film defines time as the “form that endures, a 


form fighting against time that drives all or- 
ganized forms toward disorder and chaos.” 
True enough, but long before the end of this 
brief piffle, I wanted to send him and his 
florid banalities back the primordial soup. 
Providing redundant illustration unamaz- 
ing nature footage that looks like outtakes 
from Le peuple migrateur/Winged Migrations, Micro- 
cosmos, and Koyaanisqatsi, films whose success 
Genesis fails repeat. 

More the point CINEVARDAPHOTO 
(2004; July 21 at 6 pm and July 24 at 12:30 
pm). Directed by Agnés Varda (a reminder of 
the Nouvelle Vague, the time that French 
cinema has been in recherche of ever since), it 
compiles three of her short documentaries 
from the past four decades, a regression that 
subtly underlies her themes. First and best, 
from 2004, is “Ydessa, les ours etetc.../ 
Ydessa, the Bears and Etc. . .” Ydessa Hen- 
deles, a startling apparition in black with 
long henna’d hair and a red-painted twisted 
mouth, is the daughter of Holocaust sur- 
vivors and artist and curator living 
Toronto. former Nazi gallery Munich, 
she assembled thousands photographs 
people posing with teddy bears, an attempt, 


she says, to create a world with an illusion of 


innocence. The impression most those 
who see it — at least, most of those inter- 


viewed by Varda — is death. The photos cover 


the gallery walls from top to bottom in rows 
resembling drawers in a mortuary. The indi- 
vidual photos show countless strangers, 


most of them dead. (Surviving teddy bears 
inhabit vitrine cases on the flocr.) Ina room 
off to itself is Maurizio Cattelan’s hyperreal- 
istic sculpture undersized kneeling 
Hitler. Varda in her narration makes acute, 
witty observations; her wry tone undercut- 
ting the oppressiveness and the fascination 
of the nightmare of the past. 

Freud would have had fun analyzing Hen- 
deles’s obsession, and he would doubtless ap- 
plaud Varda’s crafty dissection of these relics 
of memory. But for him the tragedy of the 
past lay not in its loss but in its inescapabili- 
ty. Hitler also looming presence Benoit 
Jacquot’s PRINCESSE MARIE (2004; July 17 at 
noon; co-presented by the Boston Jewish Film 
Festival), a190-minute TV bio-pic of Marie 
Bonaparte, Princess of Denmark and Greece

(Catherine Deneuve, in a consummate per- 
formance). Marie is a formidable descendant 
of Napoleon and, when first seen here in 
1922, an unhappy woman. Frigid, she under- 
goes an unsuccessful clitoral resection and 
decides that her problem may be more psychic 
than anatomical. She takes her case to the ag- 
ing Freud (Heinz Bennent), who restores to 
her not just the power of orgasm but that of a 
“phallic woman.” This power she wields to 
save him from the Reich. Although (inten- 
tionally?) corny in its psychoanalytical clichés 
and its use of creaky devices like archival 
footage and maps showing the indomitable 
Marie’s travels, the film triumphs in drama- 
tizing the past — and recovering it. 

And where would French film be without 
the Oedipus complex? Variations on that

theme and on Jean Vigo’s 1933 classic Zéro de 
conduite (and later manifestations of that film 
from Lindsay Anderson’s If... to Richard Link- 
later’s The School of Rock) shape Jean-Jacques Zil- 
bermann’s LES FAUTES D’ORTHOGRAPHE/BAD 
SPELLING (2004; July 10 at 3:15 pm and July 14 
at 6 pm; co-presented by the Boston Jewish 
Film Festival). But it’s a gem in its own right. 
Fifteen-year-old Daniel (Damien Jouillerot) 
must contend with both the abuse of fellow 
students and his own parents’ tyranny in the 
latter’s boarding school, a pit not unlike the 
one in Henri-Georges Clouzot’s Les diaboliques. 
He also suffers the title affliction and what 
the school nurse describes as “late develop- 
ment.” When his suffocating mom (Carole 
Bouquet) expels his only friend, a Jewish boy 
with whom he’s smitten, he decides to fight 
back — not with guns but with economics. 
It’s a tribute to individual resourcefulness 
and class revolution. 

Avery different boarding school, a cross 
between the set of the ’60s TV show The Prison- 
erand that of M. Night Shyamalan’s The 
Village, figures in Lucile Hadzihalilovic’s INNO- 
CENCE (2004; July 21 at 8 pm). Little girls arrive 
from who knows where in little coffins and, 
severed from their past, undergo an eerie 
training for no clear purpose. Then when 
they reach a certain age, they disappear. 
Sounds like an allegory to me. Hadzihalilovic

has an unnerving style like that of her hus- 
band, Gaspar Noé, but without the jarring 
violence. Innocence evokes the mystery of Pe- 
ter Picnic Hanging Rock and Andrei 
Zvyagintsev’s The Return with its dreamlike, 
impeccably photographed alternate uni- 
verse. It’s sure to irritate many and not be 
forgotten soon. 

What awaits the girls in Innocence when 
they finally leave the mysterious school? 
Maybe an unwanted pregnancy like that of 
Claire (Lola Naymark) in Eléonore Faucher’s 
auspicious debut, BRODEUSES/SEQUINS 
(2004; July 9 at 6:30 pm). To avoid scandal, 
Claire leaves her job at the supermarket and 
heads back to her rural home town to work 
with Madame Mélikian (Ariane Ascaride) 
stitching embroidery for Paris designers. 
An ideal solution, except that her boss is 
grieving the loss her son auto acci- 
dent caused by a local boy with whom 
Claire falls in love. Meanwhile, her belly is 
getting bigger, and Claire dreads the day 
she’ll have give the baby for adoption. 
Faucher shows restraint (though the Ver- 
meer-like photography perhaps over-em- 
broiders the film), transforming these 
melodramatic elements into limpid para- 
ble of two mothers, one bereaved of the 
past, the other the future. 

Whatever the destination of the inno- 
cents in Innocence, let’s hope they have bet- 
ter company than the pair of dull initiates 
in Emmanuel Mouret’s VENUS ET FLEUR/ 
VENUS AND FLEUR (2003; July 15 at 6 pm and 
July 23 at 12:30 pm). Timid, tubby Fleur (Is- 
abelle Pirés) looks forward to a dull vacation 
at her uncle’s Marseilles chateau until, 
through the device of exchanged pocket- 
books, she hooks up with insufferable, hot- 
to-trot Russian visitor Vénus (Veroushka 
Knoge). Vénus is boy-crazy, and Fleur idol- 
izes her spontaneity, her ability to live in 
the moment and her past of (presumed) 
suffering in her benighted homeland. 
When a boy comes between them, though, 
they start recognize the truth: Vénus 
annoying and Fleur is a bore. 

Perhaps Fleur might grow up to be like 
Natacha (Ariane Ascaride) in Robert Gué- 
diguian’s MON PERE EST INGENIEUR/MY FA- 
THER ENGINEER (2004; July 2:45 
pm), which is also set in Marseilles. Nata- 
cha starts out in a mute, catatonic state, 
and it’s pity she doesn’t remain that 
way. Instead, her former flame Jérémie 
(Jean-Pierre Darroussin), a physician disil- 
lusioned with the politics involved in sav- 
ing the world’s poor, tries to learn the rea- 
sons for her malady — and also relive his 
on-and-ultimately-off relationship with 
her. Turns out that Natacha is also a doc- 
tor, but unlike Jérémie, she remained in 
her home town to serve the multicultural 
poor there, dispensing bad advice along 
with her services. A Romeo-and-Juliet-like 
pair of 13-year-olds, the 
girl French and the boy 
Arab, ask her for help 
when their parents don’t 
approve and the girl gets 
pregnant. Natacha’s solu- 
tion: let them get married 
and have the baby. Why 
couldn’t have she have giv- 
en the kids condoms be- 

fore it was too late? Her 
crusade leads to her come- 
uppance, and it’s hard to 
be sympathetic. Told ina 
farrago of flashbacks and 
including a treacly rendi- 


Jewish Film Festival). Deneuve returns as Cé- 
cile, here a less regal discontented spouse. 
She lives Tangier with her younger hus- 
band, Nathan (Gilbert Melki), a native-born 
Jewish doctor who likes swim the pool 
and has drinks before his first appointment 
Cécile gets some satisfaction, lit- 
tle pay, from her job as a host of a radio 
show playing song dedications for wayward 
lovers, and that’s how old flame Antoine 
(Gerard Depardieu) tracks her down.

Now he works in real estate, a business, as 
he tells a teacher at an aborted audition, that 
consists of planting rats in the apartments of 
unwanted tenants and working over squat- 
ters with a baseball bat. That profession is 
the legacy of his father, an over-the-hill deal 
maker whose foiled schemes Tom is called on 
to back up with his muscle. Audiard’s 
jagged, vérité-like style and Duris’s perform- 
ance evoking not much Harvey Keitel’s 
in Toback’s film as a combination of the Kei- 
tel and Robert De Niro characters in Mean 
Streets — transcend the story’s absurdities. 1 
remember the original Fingers, which has its 
passionate defenders, as overwrought and 
dumb.

Made on the 
cheap, Rock Around the Clock has the myth

them into powerhouse 
stars.

F. Sears, who moni- 
tored the thin dialogue, 
leaving time in the 77- 
minute flick for nine 
numbers by Haley and 
the Comets including 
the masterly “See You 
Later, Alligator.” A 
bonus: the ebullient Plat- 
ters crooning “Only You” 
and “The Creat Pre- 
tender.” 
The Blackboard Jungle, 
from the popular novel by 
Evan Hunter, is a still-im- 
pressive tale World 
War Il veteran, Rick Dadier 
(Glenn Ford), who gets his 
first teaching job in an in- 
ner-city all-male high 
school overrun with disci- 
plinary problems, the worst 
of whom are (another new 
*50s term) “juvenile delin- 
quents.” Can Rick remain an 
idealist when so many of his 
tuffian students hate learn- 
ing and are hostile any 
teacher? In the film’s most 
painful scene, Rick’s jazz-lov- 
ing colleague (Richard Kiley) 
sees his rare 78s smashed to 
pieces smirking students. 
Down with Stan Kenton and 
Bix! So much for high modernism! 

But yes/s{/oui to multiculturalism.

racial issues on the table. 
Rick himself lectures on 
the inappropriateness of 
the word “nigger,” but 
then he slips himself, 
mumbling, “Why you ° 
black...” It’s an amazing moment: a 
white liberal Hollywood hero is shown as 
having suppressed racial antagonisms.

Boon, singer Mike Watt, 
drummer George Hurley — 
were unusually enigmatic, 
with a palette that fused 


explosive funk, country 
twang, politicized punk, and 
avant jazz in kinetic bursts 
studded with subtle refrains 
and lyrics as direct as they 
were cryptic. As Watt suggests 
in Tim Irwin’s respectful We 
Jam Econo, nobody got what 
they were doing because so 
much of it was so inside. 
Irwin does his best to con- 
vey what made the trio (who 
disbanded after Boon died in 
*85) so special. No fewer than 
51 persons are interviewed, 
their recollections peppered 
with footage several Min- 
utemen performanc- 
es. Irwin gets the 
basics of the story 
across, but he sac- 
rifices a lot of con- 
text by not identify- 
ing his subjects’ re- 
lation to the band or 
the chronological 


‘details of the various perform- 


ances. That won't be a prob- 
lem for insiders. But it’s pre- 
cisely those who don’t know 
the Minutemen intimately, 
never mind the relevance of 
Dez Cadena, Joe Carducci, and 
Raymond Pettibon, who 
would benefit most from a co- 
herent Minutemen bio-pic. . . 
if such a thing is possible.

FRENCH | 110 MINUTES | KENDALL SQUARE 
The Marquis Sade has given French 
filmmakers the go-ahead to explore any 
sexual excess — as long as it is pleasure- 
less, cerebral, and absurd. A good sense 
of humor will thus help in appreciating 
filmmaker and sometime children’s-book 
author Christophe Honoré’s adaptation 
of Sade wanna-be Georges Bataille’s 1966 
novella about an Oedipus complex gone 
berserk. Devout youth Pierre (Louis Gar- 
Tel) responds badly when his dissolute fa- 
ther dies; he masturbates on the old 
man’s porn collection and then, fraught 
with guilt and grief, pees on it. Then 
there’s his mom, Héléne (Isabelle Hup- 


pert, ranging from icy ennui to icy dis- 
dain), who’s determined to initiate him 
into the world of depravity through surro- 
gates like Réa (Joana Preiss), who intro- 
duces herself to Pierre by inserting her 
finger into his anus, and with such obser- 
vations as “The pleasure only begins when 
the worm is in the fruit.” But these Story of 
O-like high jinks merely delay the in- 
evitable mother-and-child reunion, which 
involves champagne, an exacto knife, 
more masturbation, and a visit from the 
EMTs. Is sex really this dumb? Louis Malle 
had 2 better take on the same theme with 
Le souffle au ceur/Murmur of the Heart.

“Pauline Réage,” pseudonymous au 
thor of the scandalous 1954 The Story 
of O, a stately masterpiece of literary 
pornography?

Enron, as this film makes clear, 
was not so much a scandal as a multi- 
billion-dollar den of thieves seeking 
out and exploiting every opportunity 
to steal coins out of old ladies’ pocket- 
books, from its inception in 1985 until 
its collapse in the fall of 2001. Viewers 
who never quite understood the 
crookery behind the talk of mark-to- 
market accounting and deregulated 
energy markets are well served by 
writer/director Alex Gibney, who uses 
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every device in the documentarian’s 
tool kit to convey the story to a gener 
al audience. Unfortunately, he relies 
too heavily on Fortune reporters 
Bethany McLean and Peter Elkind, 
whose book inspired the film. The 
two, who appear as talking heads 
throughout, view Enron's executives 
as grand figures with good intentions 
whose pride led to a terrible fall. On 
camera interviews with former em 
ployees reinforce that view. But it 
doesn’t fit the facts on the screen 

for example, that 18 months after cre 
ating Enron, CEO Kenneth Lay was 
rewarding employees for flagrant but 
profitable lawbreaking. The film also 
lobs vague accusations at worthy tar 
gets — the banks, accountants, and 
politicians who enabled Enron 
without sorting out their culpability. 
The director even flubs those mag 
nificent audio tapes by trying 
plain and justify the traders 
ior.

Batman begins with promise 


“Criminals are a cowardly and supersti- 

tious lot, so my disguise must be able to 
strike terror into their hearts.” That was Bat- 
man’s credo from day one, but it was never 
captured on film as accurately as in Batman 
Begins. The video game gets it right too, pre- 
senting a stealth-action game in which Bat- 
man’s physical domination of his opponents 
depends on his first using fear to penetrate 
their mental defenses. 

Stealing from the best, the makers of Bat- 
man Begins have drawn inspiration 
from the Splinter Cell and Metal Gear 
Solid series, Batman must keep to 
the shadows and remain silent, aid- 
ed by tools similar to Sam Fisher’s 
optic cable and lockpick and Solid 
Snake’s area radar. Most of the 
gameplay has Batman sneaking 
around, whether by climbing up 
pipes and fences, shimmying on 


sensitive fighting moves, like a ground attack 
or a multi-attack, combat is an inelegant, 
button-mashing affair.

There are, of course, two levels in which 
you get to drive the re-engineered Batmobile. 
Here again Batman Begins delivers a mostly 
pleasant surprise. EA would seem to have 
ported the code from its own Burnout 3: the 
Batmobile scenarios provide slow-motion 
takedowns (it even says “takedown” 
on the screen) and a convincing 
sense of speed. The blue spheres rep- 
resenting nitro boosts that adorn the 
streets of Gotham detract from the 
gritty verisimilitude established in 
the on-foot levels, but the vehicular 
missions’ only real shortcoming is 
their brevity.

Batman Begins’ short length and limited re- 
playability are sure signs that the most im- 
portant goal for its creators was meeting the 
June 15 release date. The core concepts deserve 
to be expanded on in a longer and original 
Batman game. But this one is better than 
anyone could have expected.

: Stephen Sondheim’s 1971 Follies (at 
Barrington Stage through July 16) is an elabo- 
rate musical drama about a reunion of show- 
girls at the theater — which is set to be 
junked — where they once performed, in an 
annual extravaganza known as the Weismann 
Follies. (Ziegfeld’s inspired it, of course, but in 
book writer James Goldman's version, the 
show continued way past the era of such re- 
vues, vanishing only with the beginning of 
World War II.) This is a musical about con- 
fronting the past and accepting middle age, 
and its cast includes not only the surviving 
performers and their significant others but 
the ghosts of their younger selves, who hover 
in the corners of the dilapidated playhouse. 
The Father (at Berkshire Theater Festival 
through July 16) is seldom mounted for differ- 
ent reasons. Strindberg’s most scathing — 
and, I'd say, most brilliant — examination of 
marital acrimony and the imbalance of power 
between the sexes (in Strindberg’s view, the 
woman wins hands down) is perilously 
difficult to perform. It’s presented as a piece 
of realism, but its poisonous couple, the Cap- 
tain and Laura, are scrutinized so relentlessly 
under the playwright’s microscope that the 
results may seem as distorted as the se- 
quences in Strindberg’s later dream plays. 

The trick in The Father is to find the right 
style. Some years back, the ART attempted a 
wildly expressionistic production with 
Christopher Lloyd as the Captain, and it was 
a spectacular failure. Anders Cato at BTF has 
taken a more modest approach that focuses 
on Strindberg’s compelling text, and played 
at a clip, without intermissions, the play 
comes through. Cato is listed as adapter as 
well as director, but though he may have 
pared down the script somewhat, it’s very 
close to the translations I’ve read. He’s made 
one addition — a spirit (played by Gus 
Solomons Jr.) who haunts the upper reaches 
of Karl Eigsti’s set, smiling cryptically and 
turning his head slowly from side to side 
like one of the live faces in the décor of the 
enchanted castle in Jean Cocteau’s La belle et 
la béte. Whatever Cato’s idea here might have 
been, it doesn’t come through. 

The virtue the BTF production that 
its intimacy and intensity minimize some of 
the obstacles between the audience and the 
play. The problem is that the acting style, 
which is rather odd and tricky to describe, 
creates new obstacles. The acting is theatri- 
cal but not flamboyant, self-conscious 
though not self-indulgent. It’s clear that the 
actors are committed to the material, but 
Cato seems to have encouraged them — par- 
ticularly Eric Hill as the Captain, Charlotte 
Maier as Laura, David Adkins as the doctor, 
and Anthony Newfield as the pastor — to 
bring contemplative, almost academic ele- 
ment into the performance. Maier manages 
the most successful blend of realism and 


that peculiar stylization, mostly by under- 
playing. At the other end of the spectrum, 
neither Lenka Peterson as the old nanny, 
Margret, nor Jill Renee Baker as the adoles- 
cent daughter over whose education the Cap- 
tain and his wife clash is plausible. (Baker 
gives it the old college try but she seems a 
decade too old for Bertha.) 

Over the nearly three and a half decades 
since Harold Prince staged it on Broadway, 
Follies has acquired legendary status, though 
perhaps those of us who saw it in 1971 (I was 
undergraduate when came through 
its Boston tryout) are surprised when it 
doesn’t work on stage. And it never seems 
to, though the set-up appears magical. 
When the aging Weismann girls, pennants 
slung across their chests proclaiming the 
year they entered the Follies, parade down 
the staircase to the strains of “Hats off, here 
they come, those beautiful girls,” you hold 


your breath in anticipation. And then the 
two central couples, Phyllis and Ben, Sally 
and Buddy, recall the days when the two 
young men, law students and best buddies, 
squired their two chorus girls, in a song, 
“Waiting for the Girls Upstairs,” that bal- 
ances wonder and melancholy, and suddenly 
they’re sharing the stage with their twen- 
tysomething counterparts — and you think 
the show is going to be a triumph. (This is 
one of the finest numbers Sondheim has 
ever written.) But then the banality of Gold- 
man’s script sets in, and the emotional 
apocalypse the reunion takes the two cou- 
ples through feels phony, inflated. Sond- 
heim gets to show his range in the score — 
there’s way too much of it, but that’s less a 
problem than the discrepancy between the 
huge, promising concept and the incredible 
shrinking characters.

Stage has a lot of feeling, and “Waiting for 
the Girls Upstairs” has the requisite emotion- 
al effect. But much as you might admire her 
for taking on a show of this magnitude, 
BSC’s resources just aren’t up to it — except 
when it comes to the music, which, typical 
of BSC productions, is handled expertly. 
(Darren Cohen is the musical director.) When 
only eight showgirls take the stairs in “Beau- 
tiful Girls,” the delight of producer Weis- 
mann (Gordon Stanley) that “so many of you 
showed up” sounds ironic, and you wonder 
why he didn’t just book a private room at Sar- 
di’s. Michael Anania’s set looks evocative, 
but once the actors start milling around, you 
notice that it doesn’t have enough nooks and 
crannies to provide variations in the staging, 
so though the show is underpopulated, it 
seems cluttered. Scott Pinkney and D. Ben- 
jamin Courtney do some clever things with 
the lighting, but Alejo Vietti’s costumes 
aren’t attractive, and Lara Teeter’s choreog- 
raphy lacks distinction. 

Teeter also plays Buddy, the eager-to- 
please salesman who knows that for 30 
years he’s been competing for Sally’s love 
with her romanticized memories of Ben 
(Jeff McCarthy), who slept with her but 
married her best friend, Phyllis (Leslie Den- 
niston). It’s often the case in Follies produc- 
tions that the bitter, bantering, high-come- 
dy couple, author/diplomat Ben and his dis- 
enchanted spouse, are less appealing than 
desperate, dreamy Sally and Buddy, who 
has tried to deal with the disappointments 
of marriage by acquiring an out-of-town 
girlfriend but whose heart belongs to his 
wife. And that’s true here. Although their 
singing can’t be faulted, McCarthy gives a 
slick but not terribly convincing perform- 
ance while Denniston struggles with the 
limitations her role. (She has noble pre- 
cursors — Blythe Danner struggled too, in 
the 2001 Broadway revival.) But Teeter and 
Kim Crosby as Sally are affecting, both in 
their songs and in their dialogue scenes. 
Teeter’s second-act solo, “The Right Girl,” 
is one of the show’s highlights, though for 
some reason the final verse has been cut, 
snipping off Buddy’s revelation: “I don’t 
love the right girl.” (It was cut four years 
ago on Broadway, too.) 

One of Follies’ draws is the chance to see 
comeback performers in the supporting 
showgirl roles. This production has Holly- 
wood’s most famous musical-comedy dubber, 
Marni Nixon (Audrey Hepburn’s singing 
“voice” in My Fair Lady, among others’), as the 
Viennese operetta queen, Heidi Schiller, and 
she brings genuine sweetness to “One More 
Kiss.” The coup de grace was landing Donna 
McKechnie, A Chorus Line’s original Cassie (and 
the dance lead in Company, the show that pre- 
ceded Follies Sondheim’s career). Wearing 
too much make-up, McKechnie essays that 
overwritten survivor’s anthem, “I’m Still 
Here,” and the audience goes wild — though 
she might do better to play against its brass- 
plated sentimentality. Both Diane Houghton 
(on “Broadway Baby”) and Joy Franz (on “Ah, 
Paris!”) go right for the show-biz jugular and 
get the applause they’ve worked so hard for. 
But the vocalist who performs best on these 
show-within-a-show numbers is Diane J. 
Findlay, whose Stella Deems seems to be dis- 
covering the meaning of “Who’s That 
Woman?” for the first time all these years lat- 
er. That is, of course, the idea of the song and

This summer, Salem's Peabody Essex Museum, which boasts world-quality 
‘© collections of Chinese, Indian, Japanese, and Korean art, makes a major con- 
tribution to our knowledge of Asian art, religious practices, and daily life of one of 
the largest and most sophisticated kingdoms in Southeast Asia. Ayutthaya, or 
“Siam,” as it was known in the West, is the focus of “The Kingdom of Siam: The 
Art of Central Thailand, 1350-1800.” which opens on July 16 

Established in 1351, Ayutthaya flourished for more than 400 years as a major 
trading center with diplomatic ties to China, Japan, Persia, and, from the 17th cen- 
tury on, Great Britain, France, the Netherlands, and Portugal. This prosperous and 
cosmopolitan kingdom was destroyed by an invasion from neighboring Myanmar 
(the former Burma) in 1767, and many Ayutthaya artifacts were lost, but “The 
Kingdom of Siam” — the first exhibition of classical art from Thailand in the US in 
more than 30 years — presents 89 of the finest survivors, with works culled from a 
cache of Buddha images, votive tablets, ritual objects, and royal jewelry that was 
found in the sacred deposit chamber of Wat Ratchaburana, an Ayutthaya temple 
that thieves stumbled on in 1957. 

Like shining the high beam of museum attention into a dark corner of the cul- 
tural landscape, artists and film archivists Julie Buck and Karin Segal have dug 
through the film industry's discards to create the intriguing “Girls on Film,” which 
opens at Harvard's Sert Gallery on july 16. The original film frames used to produce 
the images in this exhibition were known as “color-timing test strips” — short 
pieces of film featuring anonymous female film-studio workers that were spliced 
at the beginning or the end of a reel to enable technicians processing the film to 
achieve an even color balance or black-and-white density from one reel to the next 
These women were never meant to be seen by the moviegoing public, yet it turns 
out that for film projectionists, the strips have long been a private source of pin-up 
girls. Buck and Segal retrieved discarded film leaders and enlarged, restored, and 
edited the images so that they now resemble glarnorous publicity stills. The result 
not only rescues these hardworking women from silver-screen obscurity, it shows 
how the conventions of representing women on film apply no matter what 

Two events in Somerville loom LARGE: At the Brickbottom Gallery starting 
July 14, artists address the question “What Is Big?” in an exhibition of sizable 
work that challenges the idea of scale by 15 artists including Cyn Maurice, Chris 
Mesarch, and Alyson Schultz. And in Davis Square on July 16, ArtBeat 2005, 
Somerville’s annual multimedia street party, fills the outdoors from 11 am till 6 
pm with music, dance, theater, food, performance, and local crafts and art

The ‘reality’ Kitchen

At some point during the fourth 
episode of Hell’s Kitchen (Fox, Mondays 

at 9 pm), reality television went meta. The 
show’s contestants — novice chefs vying for 
the chance to be a head chef — were in the 
middle of a late-night round table outside 
their dorm when one of them saw it. As 
they’d toiled that day, a massive billboard 
had been erected directly in front of their 
building and was now peering into their 
backyard. On it was the face of their tor- 
mentor, a reminder that they were under 
constant surveillance, being watched by 
cameras, by him, and eventually by us. The 
man on the billboard was Gordon Ramsay. 

Already a household name to connois- 
seurs of gourmet cuisine, Ramsay has ex- 
panded his British empire to Los Angeles, 
and the show’s mission is to find a chef for 
the eponymous restaurant. This isn’t his 
first foray into TV. The hit BBC program 
Kitchen Nightmares found a more charitable 
and forgiving Ramsay invading failing 
restaurants and trying to turn bad situa- 
tions around. On HK, any time he’s on 
camera, he’s red-faced and hollering. 
When he can’t criticize a cook’s food, he’ll 
criticize his or her manners. On one 
episode, he berates a contestant because of 
his weight. 

The premise of the show is similar to 
that of WGBH’s Cooking Un- 
der Fire, with contestants 
getting divided into teams 
to shop and cook. Here, 
though, they actually serve 
dinner in the restaurant, 
and at the end of the 
evening, one chef gets the 
boot in a group meeting as 
Ramsay says, “Give me 
your jacket.” The abusive 
British judge draws on, of 
course, The Weakest Link and 
American Idol; in the open- 
ing montage, one hopeful 
calls Ramsay “the Simon 
Cowell of the kitchen” and 
another contends that 
“he’s way worse than Si- 
mon Cowell.” But within 
its familiar constraints, HK 
has produced some watch- 
able television that, like 
Cooking Under Fire, is more 
interesting for its people 
than its food. Having elim- 
inated some of the more 
likable and attractive con- 
testants early on (the roly- 
poly Dewberry and fresh- 
faced Mary Ellen), the 
show has had to lean on 
the more oddball charac- 
ters. The tattoo’d Michael, 
who'd been touted as a 
team leader and an experi- 
enced cook, has been re- 
vealed as manipulative and 
somewhat crazy. After one 
particularly boring evening 
in the restaurant, Michael 


is shown strategizing aloud . . . to himself. 
At 3am. Whispering “I will win this” while 
looking upon Ramsay’s massive billboard vis- 
age. Then there’s Andrew, a bratty youngster 
who can’t pass up any opportunity to argue 
with the master chef. 

The rule on reality TV is that you stop at 
nothing to keep the audience guessing. But 
at this point on Hell's Kitchen, one of the least 
compelling contestants — Elsie, a mother of 
four who has only “panic” and “cry” modes — 
appears a lock. Despite her relative inexperi- 
ence and constant flailing about in the 
kitchen, Ramsay seems to have a soft spot for 
her. Then again, with the odds getting 
stacked so high against the now-depleted 
teams, you wonder whether outside factors 
(like the customers’ comment cards) won’t 
tilt the result. And though the producers 
must have been in a frenzy when not one but 
two contestants stormed off the set in the 
first few weeks, that raises another question: 
since reality shows are so loosely based in 
any sort of reality to begin with, why run the 
risk of turning them into unscripted soaps? 
It’ll be interesting to see how the contest- 
ants’ schemes play out, and Ramsay’s trade- 
mark “Move yer arse!” will always draw a 
laugh. But it seems ironic that a show about 
gourmet cooking should have to make do 
with leftovers. ©

So 
writes Alex Ross in the June 6 New Yorker in an 
essay titled “The Record Effect: How Technol- 
ogy Has Transformed the Sound of Music.” 
That, Ross cautions, is the question posed by 
the “party of doom.” His “party of hope” coun- 
ters, “Audiences generally ignored misun- 
derstood Mahler until repeated listening 
LPs made his music comprehensible.” 

The latter claim is now a matter of record. 
Mahler wrote relatively little: 11 symphonies, 
a cantata, four song cycles and a handful of 
early songs. But no conductor, it seems, can 
resist the challenge of his Big Questions, his 
immersion in Love and Death, his anticipa- 
tion of 21st-century angst, his bipolar mood 
swings. The world’s major-orchestra leaders 
— Claudio Abbado, Pierre Boulez, James 
Levine, Simon Rattle, Riccardo Chailly, Kent 
Nagano, Michael Tilson Thomas — are Mahler 
men. To make a statement about Mahler is to 
make a statement about yourself. But what is 
it you’re trying to say? New Mahler Eighths by 
Rattle and the City of Birmingham Symphony 
Orchestra (EMI) and Nagano with the 
Deutsches Symphonie-Orchester Berlin (Har- 
monia Mundi) beg the question. 

Premiered in Munich in 1910, Mahler’s 
Eighth Symphony was no ordinary event: some 
150 orchestra players and 850 singers took part. 
(A local newspaper’s dubbing it the “Symphony 
of a Thousand” wasn’t just media hyperbole.) 
Rattle and Nagano join 4o other recordings, 
proof that many do want to hear this great 
communal ceremony in their living room. Few, 
after all, get the chance to hear it anywhere 
else. But the diffident reception accorded these 
two Eighths suggests that the proliferation of 
Mahler recordings has reached the point of di- 
minishing critical return. Is it that interpreta- 
tions of a happy symphony all tend to be alike 
whereas each interpretation of an unhappy 
symphony (the Mahler norm) is unhappy in its 
own way? Or has classical performance 
“evolved” to the point where all competent in- 
terpretations of a piece of music are alike? 

It’s not that these conductors don’t leave 
fingerprints. Rattle obsesses over local details; 
his detractors accuse him of micro-managing. 
Tilson Thomas, taking his cue from fellow 
American and early Mahler proponent 
Leonard Bernstein, favors expressive distor- 
tions; not everyone finds them organic. Chail- 
ly’s Mahler identity is the lush, plummy 
acoustic of the ..msterdam Concertgebouw 
rather than the studied neutrality of his 
phrasing. Abbado gives us cosmopolitan Eu- 
roMahler; Boulez goes farther, stripping out 
the performance indications as if they were a 
bourgeois accretion to reveal the architectural 
skeleton. Levine his RCA recordings the 
and put Mahler through the emo- 
tional wringer; it remains to be seen what 
with the Boston Symphony. 


Given this panoply of personalities, or at 
least idiosyncrasies, why do so many classical 
recordings — and not just of Mahler — seem 
stillborn? In an earlier (May 2) New Yorker piece, 
this one about Catalan viola da gambist Jordi 
Savall, Ross alludes to a 1553 treatise by Diego 
Ortiz which performing/composing (same 
thing!) amounts to “an art of controlled im- 
provisation, closer to jazz than to modern clas- 
sical composition.” In other words, a creative 
rather than a re-creative art. Ross describes 
this approach to (not just classical) music as 
“everything about the musical past that dots 
and lines parchment not preserve.” 

It was, perhaps, when musicians began 
playing other musicians’ works that they 
stopped playing music and began to play 
scores. If a jazz musician has a set of dots and 
lines in front of him, it’s the starting point, 
not the finish line. There are successful rock 
bands whose members can barely play their in- 
struments, never mind read music, but in 
composing and performing their own work,

they preserve the musical past the same way 
Bach did. Beethoven was the Elvis of early- 
19th-century Vienna, his Ninth Symphony a 
revolutionary vision of what humankind could 
be. The 20th century turned him into an estab- 
lishment icon, and the Ninth into a smug af- 
firmation of what we think we are. Instead of 
preserving the musical past, we’re ossifying it. 
Mahler enthusiasts have of late looked to 
live performance to put flesh on the dry bones 
of his scores. Most conductors do seem less in- 
hibited facing an audience than a microphone 
(Rafael Kubelik and Klaus Tennstedt come to 
mind), but these days every performance is 
recorded, or at least is recordable if it’s broad- 
cast. Even as a re-creative art form, classical 
music is in a category by itself. Theater is also 
Te-creative, and it’s recordable, but it’s not of- 
ten recorded; the actors and the audience at any 
performance of Hamlet will be aware of at most 
handful other Hamlets. Getting Hamlet 
right means remembering the lines; getting 
Mahler right means adhering not just to the 


score (itself more complex than an actor’s lines) 
but to the recorded-performance tradition. 
When U2 or Green Day or the White Stripes ap- 
pear on stage, people ask how they did, the 
Same way they’d ask how Mel Gibson or Ken- 
neth Branagh did as Hamlet. No one asks 
whether they did it right. 

Simon Rattle, with his (sometimes obses- 
sive) devotion to the score, does it right. 
What’s more, he knows your living room. Per- 
formed with the City of Birmingham Sympho- 
ny Orchestra, which he led for a creditable 18 
years before jumping to the Berlin Philhar- 
monic, his “live” Mahler Eighth (a collation of 
three live performances in June 2004) is flat 
and bright, up close and personal, lots of point 
but little mass. It’s the Eighth as graphic nov- 
el, complete with animated Heaven, though at 
Rattle’s exuberant tempi, the ascent into Par- 
adise feels more like Birmingham City FC 
reaching the summit of the English Premier 
League. The clarity of the “Accende lumen sen- 
sibus” fugue in part one is phenomenal. But 
where a previous generation of Britis 
tors — Thomas Beecham, for choice — 
breathed music, Rattle styles it. 

Kent Nagano does not know your living 
room. The acoustic of his studio performa 
(recorded in April and May of 2004) is distant 
but not ambient, massive but also fuzzy; it’s 
made for SACD and a state-of-the-art system. 
His is the kind of slow interpretation that’s 
ineffably coherent if you’re in the right 
mood; otherwise it’s just slow. The orchestra 
is foregrounded at the expense of the singers, 
an odd decision given that the Eighth is for 
Mahler what Parsifal was for Wagner. Massive- 
ly pellucid, the final pages cohere in anyone’s 
book; it’s worth the price just to hear — well, 
maybe not. Running 88 minutes to Rattle’s 
77, Nagano’s Eighth takes up two discs to Rat- 
tle’s one; his booklet is more lavish and more 
informative, and there’s a commensurate 
price difference, $32 as against $19. 

Mahler himself wrote that his previous 
symphonies were “preludes to this one” and 
asked listeners to “imagine that the universe 
begins to ring and resound.” Listen to Rattle 
and Nagano and you might wonder what 
you're missing. Listen to Jascha Horenstein 
and you'll find out. Remastered and re-re- 
leased on BBC Legends, his live 1959 London 
Symphony Orchestra performance at the Roy- 
al Albert Hall, with 750 singers and musicians 
and some 6000 in the audience, is too big to 
fit in your living room. It’s not just the record- 
ings of Rattle and Nagano that have been digi- 
tized, it’s their performances; next to Horen- 
stein, they sound Photoshopped. There’s an 
improvisational, and fragile, quality to 
Horenstein’s Eighth: yes, he’s re-creating, but 
he’s re-creating the music. Rattle and Nagano 
Te-create the score. It’s the difference between 
recording music and makingit. ©

Martha Graham and Chunky Move the Pillow

he fortunes of the Martha Graham 
company have turned once again, or 
twice again, in the past few weeks. 
After a decade of legal calisthenics 
and on-again-off-again operations, 
the company staged two successful seasons at 
New York City Center, and it looked as if things 
were going to settle down. Having wrested title 
to most of Graham’s dances from Ron Protas, 
her last close associate and heir, the company 
could now perform them and devote its atten- 
tion to preserving the Craham edifice. At the 
end of June, another court appeal was conclud- 
ed, this one giving the rights to seven more 
dances back to the Martha Graham Center. 

But by the time the company opened its 
five-performance series at Jacob’s Pillow last 
week, another administrative shake-up was 
in the works. Artistic directors Terese Capucil- 
liand Christine Dakin, who'd been in the 
company when Graham died in 1991 and who 
pulled it together when the legal difficulties 
finally subsided, had been ousted during a 
process of financial retrenchment. They were 
replaced by Janet Eilber, a principal in the 
company of the 1970s who went on to an act- 
ing career. 

I don’t know whether Capucilli and Dakin 
or someone else had the idea to package seven 
small, proto-Graham works and two big 
choreographies under the title “Prelude and 
Revolt” as a way of showing the connections 
between Graham and her forerunners, Ruth 
St. Denis and Ted Shawn, the household gods 
of Jacob’s Pillow. It was a rare and inspired no- 
tion. What was troubling about the program 
was the lack of agreement among the dancers 
about style and performing attitude. Their 
sense of what Graham “means” will affect the 
history of Martha Graham from here on. 

No doubt it’s daunting to inhabit a leg- 
endary dance, especially a dance role originat- 
ed by a famous persona. The basics of recon- 
structing a dance are problematic enough. Al- 
most none of Graham’s works was filmed or 
notated in its original form. What are the 
steps? How do the steps go together with the 
music? What are the floor patterns and group- 
ings of dancers supposed to be? Reconstructors 
strive get these basics right. 

But then, how should the dance be per- 
formed? Was the choreographer serious about 
her theme or making fun of it? Should the 
dancer be evoking the audience’s sympathy? 
Admiration? Lechery? Disgust? Anger? Should 


she try to imitate a bygone glamor or do 
something that reads as glamorous to the au- 
dience today? Graham dancers now seem 
quite uncertain about these matters. The 
ones who look most convincing to me do the 
least to portray the choreographer or tele- 
graph an idea. The expressiveness of modern 
dance movement can convey everything if a 
dancer will trust it, but that means teaching 
the audience to trust it too. 

The Pillow program began with Ruth St. 
Denis’s most famous dance, The Incense (1906). 
This iconic solo, from St. Denis’s investiga-

tions into Far Eastern mysticism, has gradu- 
ally turned into kitsch. Pianist Pat Daugherty 
took the humdrum score by Henry Worthing- 
ton Loomis at an excruciatingly slow pace, 
and Katherine Crockett represented St. Denis 
as self-absorbed and narcissistic, in love with 
her own movement rather than transfixed in 
prayer. St. Denis played down her physical al- 
lure in her spiritual pieces; photos and films 
show us that. Few contemporary dancers con- 
vey this mysterious duality. 

Ted Shawn's 1919 Gnossienne (music by Erik 
Satie), also played plodding half-time, be- 
came a marathon of balancing and held poses. 
David Zurak visibly struggled to get through it. 
Shawn might have looked at the same Greek 
friezes Nijinsky did for the 1913 Laprés-midi d'un 
faune. But Shawn’s agenda was to glorify the 
ideal male physique and repair the low status 
of male dancing. His Olympian types fathered 
the strutting butch heroes in Martha Graham's 
Greek dance dramas decades later. 

Graham was Shawn’s protegée more than 
St. Denis’s, and she danced his twirly, pseudo- 
Spanish skirt dance Serenata Morisca during the 
Denishawn vaudeville tours of the 1920s. In 
1986, she put it back together, probably with 
the help of Terese Capucilli, who danced it into 
the 1990s. The Jacob’s Pillow program didn’t 
say whether Capucilli or someone else taught 
it for this round, but Blakely White-McGuire 
neutrality. Again, the question is how to ren- 
der a historical moment, in this case a popular 
number, without making look cheap. 

Three Gopi Maidens was another morsel of 
exotica, reconstructed from one of Graham’s 
early group dances, Flute of Krishna (1926). A 


three-line program note unnecessarily ex- 
plained this flirtation between the god and 
three coy acolytes, but no one was credited 
with staging it. 

After all this lush life, the 1930 Lamentation 
was a shock. Crockett again overacted the 
piece, as if the simple fact of her bowed and 
thrashing body inside a tube of stretch jersey 
wouldn’t convey the idea. Satyric Festival Song 
(1932) also deployed the body in distorted 
flourishes, perhaps caricaturing a street 
dancer’s routine. Graham wasn’t given to 
comedy, and Erica Dankmeyer couldn’t seem 
to find a way into the dance. 

The choreographer was moving into ab- 
stract territory. Steps in the Street, two excerpts 
from the big 1936 social-commentary work 
Chronicle, flung a company of 12 women led by 
Miki Orihara into grave, silent walking pat- 
terns and furious repetitive jumping. Stark, 
relentless, it invariably gets a big ovation. 

Despite the austere and clenched works 
the ’30s, Graham is known today mainly as a 
choreographer of sexual encounters. Errand in- 
to the Maze (1947) was one of her best and still 
is. Alessandra Prosperi seemed a little shaky 
at first, but she gained strength and ended up 
a convincing match for Christophe Jeannot as 
the Minotaur-like creature she feared and 
eventually conquered. 

With Acts of Light (1981) the program came 
full circle, back to beautiful bodies, 
objectified feelings, and a display of dance 
technique. Danced to taped post-Romantic 
music by Carl Nielsen, it shows the seductive 
surface gifts of Graham and none of the 
gnarly inner torment. 

The Australian company Chunky Move, 
the Pillow’s other major attraction last week, 
performed a piece all about inner torment. 
Tense Dave exposed the hidden angst, rapa- 
cious desire, and violent longings of five tor- 
tured souls, in a cryptic series of sketches on a 
revolving stage. The totally integrated and 
brilliantly executed physical theater work was 
made by a large creative team under the artis- 
tic direction of Gideon Obatzanek. 

The ingenious set — several high wooden 
panels that shifted to divide the space into 
rooms, corridors, and sinister alcoves, in 
front of a black-draped void — allowed the 
characters to appear and disappear in a land- 
scape that seemed sturdy but proved slithery 
and unstable. 

The denizens of this claustrophobic dream 
world, solitaries all at the beginning, gradual- 
ly penetrate one another’s fantasies. One 
man, the emotionally paralyzed Dave, I guess, 
stumbles across series panicky individuals 
— a persistent suicide, a frightened woman, a 
man who might planning sabotage, Vic- 
torian maiden with yen for sex. Dave gets in- 
volved with all of them, falls in with their 
games, and eventually becomes their victim. 

At times the characters could have been 
cartoons; at others, they camped up a gothic 
romance. But the joking barely papered over 
the cruelty; they never ceased their stalking, 
manipulating, and mauling. One grisly 
scene simulated dismemberment by ax, 
broadsword, and chainsaw, with verismo 
sound effects. The whole thing was masterfully 
put together; the acting — by Kristy Ayre, Bri- 
an Carbee, Michelle Heaven, Brian Lucas, and 
Luke Smiles — was visceral, heartless. 

At the end, Dave, beaten and dead, you’d 
think, wakes up to find the stage has stopped 
revolving. As he drags himself to his feet, it 
starts up again. He sets off in a counter-direc- 
tion, as if to retrace his nightmare. I notice it’s 
the first time he walks like a relaxed person. ©

On a recent Sunday, Levesque faces the 
wall dressed in jeans, sneakers, and a red T-shirt 
emblazoned with his nickname: “Bopher.” He 
sizes the height the obstruction from 
about 10 feet away, waiting for the cars to clear 
the Key Bank ATM behind him. His girlfriend 
sits on a nearby curb and presses her chin into 
her palm, watching. He takes two deep 
breaths and charges. Leaping off the ground, 
he propels himself upward in three fluid steps, 
his sneakers scraping the cobbled surface of 
the blocks as he scrambles. In the blink of an 
eye, he’s three-quarters the way the wall. 
Levesque slaps his palms on the top ledge and 
pulls himself the last few feet. stands 
the edge briefly, then casually jumps down on- 
to the mezzanine. 
It’s that fast, it seems that easy, and Spider- 
Man couldn't have looked any smoother. 
girlfriend stands and saunters 
over to him. She smiles. She points out the

pink scrapes on his forearms from the wall 
climb. He shrugs. 

“Lindsay’s accepted the fact that I might 
die young,” he says sarcastically. 

Levesque may move like a superhero, but 
he’s a sportsman at heart. You can call hima 
parkourist. Or a traceur. Or a freerunner. All 
mean the same thing that Levesque prac- 
tices a new urban sport calied parkour, which 
after 15 years has spread all the way from its 
birthplace, the middle-class suburb of Lisses, 
France, to cities and towns across the US. 

The name parkour is a bastardization of the 
French le parcours d’obstacles, meaning “obstacle 
course”; parkour is also known as “freerun- 
ning” or PK. The sport is part martial art, part 
art form, and part metaphor for life; the goal is 
navigate urban obstructions graceful, 
and often acrobatic, way. If you come across a 
fence, you climb over it. If you pass a railing, 
you pendulum swing around it. Even walking 
backward along a curb could be considered 
parkour, if it’s executed well. 

The most advanced parkourists jump 
between rooftops single bound and exe- 
cute handstands ledges more than 100 feet

high (no one really recommends this, though, 
so don’t get any bright ideas). There are a 
handful of basic moves, but beyond these, it’s 
up to the parkourist to decide how to “flow” 
gracefully through his or her environment. 
When a series of techniques are combined one 
after another, it’s called a run. In Jump London, a 
2004 British documentary which helped 
launch the PK craze in the UK, parkour co- 
founder Sebastien Foucan and two other 
French traceurs engage in a marathon run over 
some of London's most famous landmarks. 

Sound like the grown-up version of 
what children do in the playground? That’s 
no mistake. 

“A big part of what makes parkour fun is it’s 
natural,” says Mark Toorock, one of two US admin- 
istrators of the Web site www. urbanfreeflow.com. 
Urbanfreeflow was founded in 2003 by 13 
traceurs, all in their 20s. It is one of the more ex- 
tensive parkour Web sites and includes amateur 
and professional video, parkour event listings, 
and regional message boards. 

Jackie Hai, an 18-year-old traceur from Lex- 
ington, says navigating an environment as a

freerunner is like tapping into the primitive. 
She believes kids who hang from monkey bars 
or who walk on curbs instead of taking the 
sidewalk are practicing the basics the sport. 
“They’re doing the essence of parkour,” Hai 
says. “It’s a disregard for what you’re supposed 
to do. It’s the childlike want to play around. 
It’s a natural desire in all of us, I think.” 


‘THE WAY’ 
David Belle and Sebastien Foucan, who “found- 
ed” parkour Lisses, got their start the late 
1980s, looking, as teenagers will, to kill time in 
a town that didn’t offer much in the way of en- 
tertainment. Athletic by nature, Foucan and 
Belle began by balancing on low posts in a down- 
town park and hopping between them; this be- 
came the PK technique called “precision leap- 
ing.” Then they balanced on rails, vertically, like 
a cat — the “cat balance.” Then they learned to 
leap from higher spots and roll on the ground to 
diminish the impact — the all-important “roll.” 

Eventually, what was once screwing around 
downtown evolved into a sport with a distinc- 
tive philosophy — the “path of the traceur,” as 
Foucan calls it, or simply, “the Way.” 

Foucan’s Web site, www.foucan.com, 
details the meaning of “the Way”: 


The Way is the path of silence. 
Cut across town quietly at your own speed. 
Concentrate on footwork, your touch, your 


own sensibility. 2 
Look for cat-like silence and you will find S 
the path... 
This the Way. 


Today, Toorock estimates some 20,000 
people worldwide have adopted Foucan and 
Belle’s “Way.” Parkour most popular the 
UK and France, where many of the most ad- 
vanced traceurs live (including Belle and Fou- 
can). The sport is relatively new here in the 
US. According to Toorock, there are about 
5000 traceurs in the country, although keep- 
ing track the exact number difficult be- 
cause of the sport’s newness (some estimates 
peg the total as low as 450). 

Since the scene is fragmented and only 
somewhat organized posts Internet mes- 
sage boards, Levesque isn’t absolutely sure 
how many traceurs live in Portland. But since 
he hasn’t seen anyone around doing it, and 
since he hasn’t yet gotten any local feedback 
from his Web post on a proposed group prac- 
tice, or jam, that he’s planning in Portland in 
August — he’s pretty sure he’s the only one. 

But he’s wrong. 

Nate Dingley and Luke Filipos, both 18, are 
just getting the hang of parkour, and while they 
don’t practice as religiously as Levesque, they 
can still whip out a good roll when necessary. 
Dingley, who’s been practicing for about a year, 
and Filipos, who’s PKed for two, get together 
every now and then with four other friends from 
Portland to practice techniques around town. 
They first learned about parkour the way most 
US teens have — they read about it in a national 
publication. Then they Googled parkour online. 
They found urbanfreeflow.com, checked out a 
few moves, and started practicing. 

“It’s kind of an escape in a way,” says Fili- 
pos. “It’s about challenging anything that 
would normally impede where you're going. 
There are times, when you're in the middle of 
a good jump, it feels like you're flying.” 

Dingley and Filipos represent the majority 
of traceurs worldwide — teenagers, often boys, 
with access to the Internet, an unending sup- 
ply of energy, and very little fear of death. 

The message board on urbanfreeflow.com 
is a clearinghouse for these young traceurs, 
most of whom hope to hook up and practice 
with a crew and eventually organize a meeting 
to show off their skills. On urbanfreeflow, 
traceurs can post mess 5 on regional boards 
to find out who’s pract g when and where. 
While the Maine board nearly empty 
(Toorock can only think of three registered 
Maine freerunners), the Massachusetts board 
tends to be busy enough during the school sea- 
son to be worth checking out, with somewhere 
between 10 and 25. veguiar visitors, according to 
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SINGLE BOUND Levesque does his best Superman. 


Toorock. These two dozen Boston traceurs are a 
strong up-and-coming scene, he says. 

Yeah, 25 traceurs qualify as a scene. Cut 
them some slack, it’s a new sport. 

The biggest PK scenes stateside (and the 
busiest regional message boards urban- 
freefléw) serve New York City, Washington, 
DC, and Los Angeles, says Toorock —- cities that 
have about 100 traceurs each. 

Traceurs in the Boston area have aliases like 
“Ductmonkey,” “Triggerhappyjak,” and “The 
Only Upriser.” The traceur scene in Boston is 
unofficially headquartered at the campus of 
Northeastern University, which might explain 
why the urbanfreeflow message board is pep- 
pered with liberal-arts-inspired earnestness. 
Upriser tags each post with a quote from 
philosopher Iris Murdoch: “Our creative strug- 
gle, our search for wisdom and truth, is a love 
story.” Another traceur, called “Krazydiaper- 
boi,” entertains a minimalist bent — the young 
freerunner from Canton finishes his frenetic, 
nearly incomprehensible posts with the phrase 
“You live. You flow. You die.” 

Toorock says the Internet has always been 
an important means of communication for 


traceurs looking to jam, but here in the US, 
it’s particularly crucial. 

“The US scene is a lot more spread out than 
a lot of other scenes; in the UK you've got 
much more participants country that’s 
fraction of the size [of the US],” he says. “In the 
US, it’s more difficult to get teams together. 
You need the Internet, you can’t just go some- 
where and find someone doing parkour.” 

Despite the inherent extremeness of a sport 
where leaping over walls and flipping around 
Tails is the norm, the Boston-area traceurs on 
urbanfreeflow.com seem decidedly gentle. 
They go out of their way to give strangers rides 
to jams, they offer up encouragement and dish 
about injuries, and many of them put things 
like school, girlfriends, and trips to the Muse- 
um of Science above parkour. 

But at the professional level, the world of 
parkour is often not so sweet. Belle and Fou- 


. can, the childhood friends who created the 


sport, parted ways soon after Foucan shot a fa- 
mous series of Nike ads in 2002 (you might 
have seen them — he was running froma 
chicken). Belle has since had limited success 
marketing the sport through a fledgling inter- 


Getting started 


So you want to flow like a 
superhero?

national parkour association; Foucan has 
formed a splinter group called the Taoris, who 
practice the sport as a philosophical calling in 
the Eastern tradition. According to Toorock, 
few professional parkour groups manage 
stay together for any amount of time because 
the elite freerunners are plagued by infighting 
and competition for the few lucrative endorse- 
ments that are available. 

For the time being, though, the owners of 
urbanfreeflow.com have avoided such pitfalls. 
In January, urbanfreeflow scored a key endorse- 
ment with Adidas shoes for an amount that 
Toorock declined to reveal. The site’s profession- 
al PK team has traveled around the world per- 
forming the sport for money. To date, the site 
has 11,000 registered traceurs internationally. 

In Portland, amateur traceurs Dingley and 
Filipos don’t worry much about the politics of 
the whole thing. They just think it’s cool 
there’s name for messing around and acting 
like a jackass. And the fact that there’s a whole 
philosophy that goes with it? Hell, even better. 

Their biggest parkour annoyance to date has 
been being ousted from prime spots in Portland. 
They stress, however, that real traceurs respect 
property and don’t damage anything. And when 
they’re asked to leave, they leave — no trouble. 


DEFYING THE ROBOTS 

Back at the stairwell in Portland, Levesque 
takes a break from “sessioning” the site. He’s 
done the wall climb, a Kong-vault over a high 
wail into a roll, and a couple of elegant preci- 
sion leaps. His girlfriend has watched patient- 
ly from the sidelines, although she’s getting 
chilly and dropping hints that Levesque 
should think about wrapping things up soon. 

Levesque looks up the stairwell. He has a 
thin, wiry body that lends itself well 
keying around,” as he calls it. Despite throw- 
ing himself into walls, up walls, and over 
walls for the past 20 minutes, he doesn’t seem 
particularly winded. 

“Parkour appealing because it’s not bor- 
ing,” he says. “The day-to-day activities of so 
many people — it’s just like a bunch of robots 
walking around. 

“That’s why it’s so freeing. A lot of people 
just walk up and down these stairs, but I can 
do so much more.” 

If Levesque can find traceurs locally and con- 
vince those from out of town to migrate for a 
weekend, his planned August jam will be the 
first ever in the city. Though there has been 
some sign that the sport has registered the 
local cultural radar — the 2004 Festival of Cul- 
tural Exchange in Portland featured a park- 
ourist from Boston parkour remains largely 
alien there. That bodes well for traceurs looking 
to experiment under the police radar, but can 
make tough jam and hone skills. 

Then again, parkourists are the busi- 
ness of flowing over obstacles. Why should 
this one stopthem? ©

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Pizza with pizzazz 


People who own fancy restaurants are 
strange in a lot of ways. It sometimes 
emerges, for example, that what they really 
wanted all along was to own a downscale 
restaurant. Who would have thought that an 
elite chef like Jasper White always wanted a 
lobster shack? Here we have Peter and 
Colleen McCarthy, who own a fancy 
Somerville restaurant called Evoo, and it 
turns out that their real fantasy was the 10- 
inch pizzas sold in Quincy barrooms. 

Well, and maybe a few fancy salads. And 
recently, a few fancy desserts. And the top- 
pings can get little gentrified. And lot 
of bars have blackboard-special pizzas. Za, in 
Arlington, also has a lot of toppings, so the 
permutations run into high numbers. On 
your basic 10-inch shell with tomato and 
cheese ($6), for 50 cents you can add onion, 
garlic, green pepper, or mushrooms. But for 
a dollar, you can get pepperoni, Black Forest 
ham, homemade sausage, roasted garlic, 
“Pete’s pickled peppers,” homemade bread 
‘n’ butter jalapenos, extra cheese, anchovies, 
apple-wood-smoked bacon, caramelized 
onion, or kalamata olives. 

But first, there are fancy salads. The obvious 
one is crisp iceberg lettuce ($6), a whole wedge 
as at Cambridge 1, but not so elegantly dressed; 
it’s glopped up with buttermilk dressing, blue 
cheese, smoked bacon, grated carrots, sliced 
ted onion, and even a few bits of tomato. The 
overall effect is pleasantly like a club sandwich. 
Packer’s Farm beet salad ($7) is one of those 
cylindrical salads, all red beets, glued together 
with goat cheese and studded with morsels 
orange, which add to the sweet impression 
without standing out. It’s very good, and the 
accompanying salad of pea tendrils would have 
been special, too, if dressed. 

Haas-avocado salad ($8), a special, was the 
same shape, with vaguely Mexican touches: a 
little cilantro, cheese, and tomato. Arugula 
salad ($7) included a brilliant idea: using 
sliced strawberries as well as cheese and nuts 
to moderate the spicy greens. 

Moving up to those barroom pies, they 
have thin, crisp crusts, with a flavor more like 
cracker bread or biscuits than flatbread pizza. 
Ten inches full dinner plate, cut into eight 
wedges for easy handling and sharing. found 
them a little sweet, but in any case they tend 
overwhelmed the toppings, which 
can be superb, On the duck-breast-and-apricot 
pizza ($11), the cured and smoked breast reads 
like salty ham against the odd slice apricot, 
which mostly melts into cheese (allegedly 
some Gorgonzola), visible scallions, and a 
strong underlying onion flavor, perhaps those 
caramelized onions. It’s excellent pizza. 

My guests assembled a sort of regular pizza 
with fresh tomatoes and roasted garlic ($8), 
and one with chicken, broccoli, and extra 
cheese ($9). The latter worked for the odd rea- 
son that broiled chicken chunks and broccoli 
florets end up with the same, slightly rubbery 
texture. The former was very, very good, espe- 
cially if one took a moment to mash the cloves 
of roasted garlic and spread them around. 

The wine list runs Italian reds and Cali- 
fornia whites, reminding the late Neil 
dictum that it’s “red wine with

cheeseburgers, white wine with spaghetti 
and clam sauce.” There’s also a long list of 
beers and a couple of blackboard specials on 
microbrews. However, the drink of choice 
may well be iced tea ($1.75), as it’s brewed and 
refilled for free. Be warned, however, that the 
tea is Earl Grey. I don’t like Earl Grey as a hot 
tea, but it does have an intriguing bite as iced 
tea. Sodas ($1.75) are also “bottomless,” but 
our night the soda machine was turning 
them out without much carbonation. That 
will fixed soon this review appears, 
but it shows a slight lack of attention, sur- 
prising in such a well-designed restaurant 
with a roving manager.

Adults will inhale it, although the 
crust more like the pizza crust than flaky 
pie crust. favorite the desserts was goat- 
cheese panna cotta ($6). It’s pudding, but 
with a sour flavor like Greek yogurt that no 
American child will accept, and just a few 
strawberries cut the sourness. 


desserts like this, and they do go well after too 
much pizza, which one tends to eat here. 

The room has about 20 tables and booths, 
plus a quarry-tile floor, walls of wood in pale 
gray-greens, brick-red booths, and a painted 
tin ceiling. That’s a bit loud, but hey, it’s piz- 
za. The walls have one giant blackboard with 
the specials, so you may have to get up to read 
it. There’s also an art exhibit, recently of pho- 
tos too small for the room. 

Service is good if not exceptionally swift. 
Servers compensate for the kitchen’s lags by 
refilling tea and sodas. This is also one of the 
new restaurants that offer you a drink before 
you sit down. I don’t know how the liquor 
authorities will view this practice, find 
it civil. The atmosphere comes from a mix of 
people: family groups early, and later a 
young crowd, casual but willing to spend a 
little for table service. ©
